The British Lidia Schedule oontaining other 
particulars such as Education, Ci^dl Condition, Infimulies, etc., 
was need only for the eoumerution of Cantonments, Agency 
Headquarters, of the Railway population and of European 
resident, in tlie State, Since 1901, an tmifortn Schedule, 
ttie British India Schedule of I€ columns, has been adopted, 
throughout. 


4. It wiis only in 1001 thnt all the operations connected witii Census 
were done by the State agency. In other previous Censuses the preliminary 
opunitions of cnuiucration ouly were carried out by tlie State, while the subsC'' 
quent ones of Abstntetion,* Tabulation, etc., were done at Indore under 
the direction of the Provincial Superintendent of Census Operations, Central 
India Agency, the Darbar paying the charges on each occasion for them. 
The results of the cuvimenitions have, however, been embodied in sepamte 
reports wdtli sepumte Tables for tlie State although the figures for Gwalior 
have, at tlic same time, been shown in the Central India Report together with 
those of the otlier States pf Central India Agency. In 1901 only, the 
Gwalior Volume wua classified among the Imperial Scries. 

o. The present Census of Gwalior has some important features distinct 
from the past ones. It was for the first time that the Gwalior Census was 
conducted independently of the Census Superintendent for Central India. 
The next feature of it was the direct enumeration by the State agency of the 
,i7 heretofore called guaranteed Estates which have since 19th March 1921 
merged into the parent State of Gvraiior and the Censuses of which up to 
1911 were eamed on under the supervision of the Political authorities of 
Central India. Gwalior has now heen reckoned as a separate Provincbl unit 
isolated from Central India, its volume being 20th is number in the all-India 
Scries, The enumeration, of the foreign Kailivays passing through the Slate 
by the Darbiir Census Commissiono* was also a new aspect of the present 
Census, 

0, In anticipation of the present Census, the Darbar tlioughtfutly passed 
a Census Manual containing general instructioDs for correct enumeration.

The Manuul not only jiuthorieed the Dnrbur Census Commissioner to enlist 
the services of any servant or subject of the tstate, but also uomioated certain 
Beveouc, Judicial, Municipal and Military officers to be Charge 

Superintendents. The Manual was, therefore, an instrument of power and 
facilitated the Census work a E«>d deal. 

7. As provided in the Mamiul, the Darhar appointed a whole-tiine 
Census Commissioner with two whole-time ABsistants, one for each Prant, 
in the present Census unlike those of 1901 and 1911 when the Inspcetor- 
Genend of Education worked as Census Commissioner, in addition to his 
own duties. This increasetl the expenditure no doubt hut seeured greater 
efficiencyi 

The Census Office at Headquarters was opened on the 1st of January 
1920 and that of ^lalwa shortly afterwanls. 

8. Complete details of the procedure adopted for taking the Census wilt 
be given in tl;c volume dealing with the udmimstration of the Ccruius, It will 
be sufficient here to give n brief account of the main operations connected 

irith it. 

The villages and towns were divided into convenient blocks iuch 
containing 40 to 50 houses in charge of an enumerator, the blocks were 
gTou|K‘d into circles, each circle containing from 10 to 15 blocks and platwl 
in charge of a Snperviaor. The cliarges whicli generally corresponded with a 
Pargana or TehsU, h Jiigir holding, a Muuieipal town or a Militarj' Cantou- 
nicnt wi-re usiially placed under a Tehsihkr, a Pitrgutia Judicial Officer, a 
Kanidar or a Chairman of Muniripn! Tk«ird or a Secretary of the ^me, No 
Railway station Ijcmg big enough tr* be trcatcfl as a Charge, all tlie Ikilwny 
stntious and Settlement vvere included In their corrt.^apom]mg civil cluirge>. 
Tor Baihyay enumerotbm, Circle Suiwrvisoi-s and onummtors wore apjjointol 
from tiiP Railway Staff and were timely supplied with Manuals i-cndered mu» 
English and other instnictions. In big towns stich as l.ashkar, Ujjtiin, etc., 
the Cliorge tiuperintendeivb were given one or more Assistants to push 
on the prelimioiiry opemtions. I-bctensive Tehrila were split np Into 
two or more cliargps. The Darhar Census Mamml containing gimcml 
instructions in Hindi for correct enumeration and necessary circulars am) 
letters amplifying and iUuatratii.g the same in the light ol the Imperial 
Census Coflc were bsued to all Charge Superinteodento from tlie Head OfHi^ 
Special arrangemeute in accordance with instructions issued by the Census 
Commissioner for India were nmtle for che enumeration of travellcT^ 
passengers in train, religious congiegntions and otlier floating iK^pniatiun. 
ludtirtpial Sdiedulcs A and B were issued for the Cenaus of Industrbl concerns 
of the State employing ton or more persons, 

9 The house numbering mus begun about tliC 1st of October 1920 at 
tlie earliest and finishnl by the middle of November at the latest. The 
deanition of a bouse in the Imperial Code was clearly oxplftin«l in the Smte 
Manual and illustrated by diagrams. Each house was given u separate 
number and the numbering ran in consecutive series generally for n circle hut 
sometimes for a whole village, a town or a military action. At tlie 
commencement and nt tlie termination of a circle, three numbers were giv(?n to 
a house, showing the circle, block and house. The commenwmeut of n block

The top number denoted the Circle, the middle the Bloch and the bottom the 
HouiMi. For the inberniediate houses, only the liouse number, i, e., the lowest 
Dumber was giveu, 

10. Before the commencement of the preliminary enumeration which 
begun on the 15th of January in ^illagoa and on the 15tb February 1921 in 
rtowng, the enumerator was gupplied with nil possible instroctions for writing 
up the entries of persons found in the houses of his block. A good number 
of enumerators was adequately trained in the wort of ejiumeretion by tlie 
Assistant Census Comniissioncrs;, who, on their part, nsseived necessary 
instructifpns for the successive stages of Census Operations at the Training 
Class at Sehnro started hy Lt,*Col. Luard, the Provincinl Suporlnbmdent of 
'Census Operations, Central India, who in the beginning had supervialonal 
jurisdiction over Gwalior. The enumerators besides being trained were 
furniahed with complete inatruerions dealing with tlie procedure to be 
followed in the successive stages o£ eounieration and the special instructions to 
be carefully attemb’d to, in addition to those in the Diirljnr Manual. Their 
records were not only checked by the Supervisors and Superintendeuts but 
the Asi-lstant Census Commiaaionera who were all idong on tour during the 
preliminiiry enumeration, checked utid corrected any diucrepancy that came 
to their notice during inspecdon. 

To ensure aocuracy in the Census the touring othcers of the State werf' 
requested to communicate to roe any error, omission or negligence on the 
part of tlie Census Staff that would come to tlieir notice. Biibu rmnio Bebari 
Mathur, Naib Subo, Bhtlan, and Munshi Jankl Prasad, Deputy Director, Co¬ 
operative Bankn, were tlie only officers tlwt complied with my request for 
which my warm thanks are due to tliem, I myself was on'tni?pt*ctH>n tour to 
important places. 

On the night of die LSth of March 1921 the enumerator went rmuui his 
block an<l brought hi« record up to date by striking out the names of persons 
’who had died or left the block, filling in entricfi for fresh arrivals tmd 
newly-bofn infants. 

11. On the morning of the 19th March 1921 the enumerators of the 
various blocks met the Circle Supervisor at a place previously arranged and 
prepared die first totals of their blocks, showing the number of occupied 
housed males, females and total population for each block. The Supervisor 
checked tliese and combined the block totals into a cirde total and sent those 
-on to the Charge iSuperintendent w*bo repeated tlie operation for his charge 
and telegraphed the charge total to the Census OommissionGr, Gwalior State, 

The total for the whole State was telegraphed to the Census Ooramis- 
sioner for India on the 2Srd March 1921. The fiinul totkl varied from the 
preliminary figures hy -2 per mUle or *02 per cent, as against '1 per cent, of 
1911. The proviaionol total was leas than the final total by SSf, 

12. As in the last Ceneus, we met with no objecdon or opposition from 
the public in carrying out oar euumemtion. Even the most backirard and 
wild classes rcadiiy replied to what was asked of them. 

13. After the Provisional totals.were despatched, the Enumeration Books 
lor all charges were packed by charges for tlie subsequent purposes of 
Abstraction, Tabulation and CompiLition to tlie Central Office at Laahknr, 
These books were checked with Circle and Charge Summaries and made over 
to the Record'keeper to be arranged by Pargana and stacked. For the 
ililitury Cantonments under the British Government censussed by their own

agency no cnuunemiion books were received, only the results of the enumern" 
tion in the form o£ the prescribed Imperil Tnbles were etipplied to my office. 

The Code o! Instraction for copying on slips the pnrticufars of each 
person enumeratedt for sorting the written up slips and tabulating 'and 
compiling the results mut issued by the Census Commissioner for India in a 
sq^arate volume, the Imperial Code, Part IL This was followed in ell the 
processes and no extra Manual or Code was issued by the State. Three 
branches were started for siip^pybg in different parts of the to'ft'n iii 
addition to the 12 gangs of Abstraction Staff located in the halla of the 
Central Office (Jal ifahaJ).

The system of posting entries in slips from the Schedules was; die same 
as in 1911 and differed from 1901 in thia, that one slip woe used for each 
person instead of two written up in 1901. The sise of the ^lip v.'hb 
41" X 2^ and the number of the oolumna oE the schedule were printed in 
Hindi and English on one aide only. Rdigton was indicated by the colour,, 
while bchX and civil condition by symbols printed on the slips as below :—

Five <s>lours wefc tised to denote the five mfun religion t* iiml green 
to indicate “other religions.” The other religions were Arya, Jew, Sikh, 
Para, etc. The name of each of these minor religions was wriiten on the 
right hand top corner of the slip. 

14. Tlie information coUciCted in Industrial schedules was copied on 
two slips, one oontaining the information in SchedtilG .A and the other the 
entries in Schedule B. The two slips were distinguished from each other by 
8126 and colour, white being used for Slip A and Badami for B, Slips of 
Badiimt colour were used both For skilled and unskilled khourcM, the 
industrial oonoenifi being very few in number in the State. The Slip A wa® 
of the size A" ^ 3* while Slip B of 44* ^ 3*. 

For the preparation of Subsidiary Table IX of the Occupation Chapter, 
special statistics were collected for Railways, tlie Irrigation, Postarand 
Telegraph Departments on forms r«ommend«l by the Census Commissioner 
for India. 

The Abstraction office was started in the second week of .April and the 
process was completed by the 3rd July, 1921. The number of cop^sts rose 
from to about 300. The average outturn of aieh copyist was 144, The 
maximum outturn 106 was reached in the lOth week of the abstraction work 
when the number of copyists was 351, 

The slips for Infirmities were written up separately as well as the entries 
in the Industrial Schedules. 

15. After Abstraction tlie operation of sorting ivas taken in hand on the 
4th July, 1921. Before the slips were given to sorters, they were checked 
with *A Keisters’ compiled by the SupervistJra and any error found was 
corrected. The process of sorting was done by Parganas. For sorting and 
compilation Lashkur City was treated as a separate unit, bo the 39 Pargimaa of 
the titate together with Lashkar City made up 40 units altogether.

Thii first six Tables Deeded no stfrting, for, the *A tipster of the 
Sopervisorb gave the figures direct Sorting wua done from Table ^ II 
OQ^vnrds. Sorting for tables on caate, birthplace and occupation was feeen’ed 
for the compilation stage, to be done by more efficient and experienced men as 
the sortei'ss were not expected to correctly classify the slips for these tables. 
\S"eekly progress Keporte for sorting in the form prescribed by the Census 
Commispioner for India «'ere regularly Kxibmitted to the latter. 

The work of compilatiou went on pari pasu with Horting, but the 
regular compilation office commenced running from tlie 1st of December 1921 
when the sorting process was altogether finisheti, and (xmtiuaed till the 
middle of April, 1922- For compilation work roost of the Supervisors and 
Asslstuvit Supervisor!; wlio were engaged in Abatriiction and sorting were 
retaineni In the last Cen^^us. each of the first six Tables had three 
divisions; in the first division the figures for the then State prtijM^r were 
•siiown by Pargauns, in tbc second were placed those of die guaruuteed or 
mediatised holdiugs imd in the third or last dirision were the figures of 
British Cantonments shown separately. The figures for the heretofore culled 
guarancecd holdings oinl those of Cantonments being throivn in the respective 
district in which they lie, this arrangement by division has altogether been 
done away with in tlie present Census. But from Table ^ II onward die 
figures .leak with in the past were the figures of the then State proper 
exclusive of the Feudatories, Cuntouments, etc. This has brought about an 
almost insolvable difliciilty in the present Census in matters of compariwm 
mid has at times rendered compsirisotis impossible as the present figures in all 
the Tables ore mclusi^^e of the British Cantonments and Feuilatories lx>th. 
The percentage figures given in marginal notes and discussed isi somechoptcre 
will not, therefore, agree with those shown in the enbaidiory tables.

16, Under instructions of the Census Cornmisaioner for India the first 
t^ix Tables have been shown uuUke the lost Census by districts instead of by 
Parganus. But two Provincial Tables have been prepared to show the 
figures by ParganaB. The figures of the Pargana Gaugapiir in the Bujputanu 
Agcni'y have everywhere been shown sepamtely as well as included in its 
own District Mandasor, 

Table XIII (caste) has been much abridged this dmc in accordance with the 
suggestions of the Census Commissioner for India, Lastly, Industrial Table 
XXII lias been compiled for the first time from the information collected in 
the Industrial Schedules, 

17. In the Census of 1901 mid 1911 there utis no whole-time Census 
Oflicep, the Census Commissioner, his Assistant at Malwa and almost the whole 
of his Stoll were paid from the respective Departments to which they belonged. 
Census tours were for the most port conducted^ with educational tours and 
the allowances consequently were met from the educational budget. Strict 
comparison of the cost of the present Census cannot therefore be made with 
that of tlu* previous ones. For on approximate comparison the pay of the 
Census Commissioner and his Assistants should be deducted from 
the sanctioned amoimt of rupees one lac for the present Census; the 
cost hi that case would come to 3‘5 pies per head of the population as 
against 2 pics in 1911 und in 1901. Considering the high rates prcveuling 
in these ilays, this cost ts not high.

IS.” I am florry T could not briog out tbe Report as eHrlj* ns J oHgiualty 
intended. The draft report was completed by the first week of August and all 
the chapters in type were sent to the Census ComtaiH&ioner for India by the 
end of die month and to the Press by the first week of September but the 
printing whs very much delayed for some unavoidable and unforeseen reasons. 

19. The work of enumeration with the priliiuiiiary arrangements 
gcnemlly Cell upon the Pargana Officers of the Revenue, J udiciol nud Ednca* 
donnl Departments. All these gendetoen, with their Subordinate Staff of 
supervisors and enumerators, with nire exceptions, did their duties ivell; toaQ 
of them my corrlial thanks are due. Some that did specially good work and 
liad to grapple with difficult situadon were awarded certificates of merit by 
the Dnrbnr. 

I ojn thankful to Mtmshi Haqdad tfb»n w'bo for 30 months worked ns 
Assistant Censvis Commissioner for Gwalior-Isagurh Pmnt. He proved 
himself iudispejiHibly aerviceable to me in the early operations leading up to * 
Abstraction. 

As regards my Office Staff nil did well and deserve my diuuks. But 1 
should like to particularly mention the very keen interest and devodon to 
duty which my Special Assistant Babu Sukumar Cbandm Giihn, B. A., and 
the Tabulation Superintendent Pandit Gongadhnr Ganesh Joshi evinced in 
their work. Mr. Guhu helped me beyond all expectutiun^ in the writiiig 
of the report and Pandit Joshi fully utilised his past experience t)f Census 
w'ork and witli the co-operation of Daya Hum Gupta, H«ifl Compiler, success¬ 
fully carried through the laborious operations of Tabulation and Compilation.

Gvralior State, as will appear from tfce aonexed map, chiefly consitta 
of two well-defioed aectioDS, the Gwalior (Northern) and the Malwa 
f Southern ) aeciion. ‘*The Northern section consists of a compact block of 
territory boundetl on the north and north-west by the Cbambol river, on the 
by the British districts of Jtdaun, Jhansi, Lalitpur and Saugor, on the 
south by the States of Bhopal, Took, Kbilebipur and Riijgarli and on the 
west by those of Jbakwar, Tonfc and Notah of Rajputana. The Malwa 
aection is made up of several detached districts between cacho! which portions 
of other States are interspersed and which are themselves intermingled m 
bewildering intricacy. In the Malwa section is iochided, for admlnibtmtive 
purposes, the Amihera District which lies, however, mainly out of Malwa m the 
Vindhya region. The small isolated Pargana of Gangapur, belonging to this 
State, with an area of 26 square miles, lies in Rajputana.' *

2. ^ The GwaUor State, which was ao long included in the Central India 
Agency, now forms, as has been said in the Introduction, a separate Political 
unit, the Resident at Gwalior having direct reUtions with the Government of 
India. Another momentous cliange that hn-s taken place simultaneously is 
tlie transference to the Smierain Darbiir of the ST Tributary Estates so long 
by the Bria.b Govome.ee,.

3. Tlie three Nntural Dtvisiona of Lowlytng, Plateuu nnd Hilly tracts 
adopted by Mr. -Tohnstoae in 1901, linve been kept tliis time nUo. Tbe 
Lotvlyin s tract has an area o£ 7,803 s<|tiare miles nnd average elevation ol* 
700 ft. above the sea*level, the Plntcan oovers 17^259 square coiles with anj 
average elevation of 1,000 ft., tlio Hilly portion lap* about 1,321 twitiare milea 
of area and a mean height of 1,800 ft. above tlie seadevcl. 

The climate of these divisions is clmracberistic of their g€Ogniphi<»t 
position and physical features. Thin, while the Lowlying areut senerelljv 
Ims extremes of climate, both in the hot snd cold seasons, the Plateau enjoys; 
a moderate and equable one. The climate of the Hilly tract is leas temperate; 
than that of Molwn. 

4, The Administrative Divisions of Gwaiior are, the same as in 1911, i.a.„ 
there are tu’o Sor Subdt/i or CotamissioDerships, callerl Gwalior*Isngarh and! 
Mnlwa PranU ( Divisions 1, each beins placed under a Saf Suita, or 
Commisaioner. The Qfva]ior*lsag8rfa Prant has six districts, each under 
a District Officer, called a SwAa, while the Malwa Prant has’ five districts. 
The dietricts are divided into Tahsils or Parganas each in clust^ of a 
Karoasdar or Tahsildar. Thus the whole State Iws 11 districts anti 39 
Tahails in all. Gwalior Prant, thus, contains the whole of the Lowlying 
section and part of the Tableland, Narwar ftnd Isagarh; Malwa Pjimt 
includes the Hilly tract of Arojhcra, 
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5» The stA^stics of nrca and pupulatioa ate given iu Tables 1 and II 
and the Provincial Table L Tables I iind 11 give the iofornvition by 
districis. Provincial Table 1 gives the same by Tabsils.

6 . Including the Tributaries, British Cantonments, and Residency 
Headquarters, the area of the State, as found in the last Cenens, comes 
to 26,383 square miles as against 25,863 square miles in 1911. 
The increase of 520 square miles is reported from some Feudatories ns a 
result of recent survey. 

In extent of territory, 6^val^o^ is the fourth of all the Indian States, 
Hyderabad being first, Kashmir second and Mysore third. It is more than three 
times as large as Baroda ( 8,127 square miles J and Travanoore (7,625 square 
miles ). It is nearly equal to Scotlacd { 30,406 square miles ) and a little less 
than the combined areas of Belgium (11,373 square miles) and Denmark 
( 16,566 Equare miles}, 

7. Before proceeding to discuss the population figures, it is necessary to 
state that in Indian as well as in English Census Reports the phrase ^population 
of any given area’ means the people actually found within its boundaries on 
the Census night. So the population of Gwahor enumerated on the 18th 
March, 1921, comprises nil present within the Slate boundary during the hours 
of eniiraeratioo and includes private residents, both iMjrmaneut and 
temporary, the inmates of institutions like Jails and other eetablishmente, the 
military population, and the vagrant population, i. a., the record it of 
de facta and not dejitre population, 

8 . The population of the State as found on the 18tli March 1921, including 
that of the Tributanee, is, 3,! 95,476 as against 3,237,158 in 1911, and thus 
showfi an actual decrease of 41,682 souls or 1‘3* per cent, m ten years.

In the inset diagram the relation betw^n area and population of the 
three natural divisions of the State is graphically illustrated, Cach white 
diamond represents 1 per cent- of the total area, and each black diam ond 1 
per cent, of the total population. 
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The Plateau has the largest area and population, the Lowlying portion 
has less area than the Phiteau, but relatively a large population. The Hilly 
tract is the umallest in area and population.

with Central Provinces and Berar( T22) iind ia better than Central India 
which hue gone down from 123 to 116. Uajputann Agency shows 76 as 
against 82 in 1911. Baroda and Mysore arc better off and show respectively 
262 and 203 persons per square mile. But, by far the most favoured State h 
Cochin which claims, on. an average, 662 persons to the Sfiuarc mile. The 
comparative low average density of Gwalior State is attributable to the exist¬ 
ence of large Forest areas (4,456 square miles) and Hilly tracts in dm State 
and also to the want of hidlities for Irrigation.

Provincial Table I printed at the end of the Tables 
will show that, leaving out Gangaptir (SBl), which is far away from the 
parent State and lies in Kajputana, Gtrd Gwalior (359) ia first, Ambah (250) 
second, ajid Bhind (244) third in density of population,' If Laalikar be left out 
of oonaidemtioD, the density of Gird Gwdior (Pargana) would bo only 182. 


The case of Gangapur is unique and forms tin exception. ’With on 
average rainfall of 13 inches and soil much inferior to that of the Plateau 
and the Lowly ing area, It has the highest density* in the whole State os shown 
above. 


14, Lashliaf '.—The area of Lashkar not being definitely known, its density 
of population cannot be accurately given. Tiikmg its area to be four miles, 
as in 1911, there are 20,097 persons to the square mile. This high density Is 
the result of the oompactneas of its structure, its narrow' streets and absence of 
open spaces. In some wards there is too much crowding which the “ Town 
Improvement Trustis now relieving. The central part has been already 
partly opened up and oontains nice public resorts. The town is also expanding 
beyond the old Municipal limits, 

E7//flt'«.“The second town in the State is Ujjain. Taking its 
area as 1*68 square miles, its density of population is found 26,136- This 
h also a crowded town which grew without any predetermined plan. It is 
now being improved and expanded. 

It is no use coroporing the present densities of Laehkar and Uj'jiun with 
their previous density-figupea, for the areas are changing and are bound to 
change further in future years.

15, We have seen that in apite of its superior soil and better climate, 
Plateau dlatricts have less density than Bhind, Gwalior and Tonwarghar of 
the Lowly ing plain. This, as has been explained Id the Census Beports 
of 1901 and 1911, is due to the people availing themselves of the existing 
means of irrigation by Kachdia'Pucca wells in the Lowlyiug plain. Besides. 
Malwii was hit bard by the famine of 1899 and though steadily advancing, 
il has not yet been able to recover fully from the effect of the shock. There 
might be other causes of physical, eoeial and racial nature, Malwa people 


*Pr<?lMbly due to tli being an imporbut trade «atre for 
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easy competence do not, porhapsi, irrigate any crops other than poppy 
and extend their cultivation beyond small patches of land close to'tlieir 
homestead, Fnat history of Malwa may also have its retarding in^nence on 
the growth of the population. This portion of Central India was, over a century, 
in a chaotic condiiioo m the early port of the tilth Century due to Fiiidari 
depredations and thus came to ii settled poUticnl coiulitiDn later than the Plain 
area. But it is noteworthy that while the Low tying iireii is proportionately 
decr^sing in density since 18^1, Mahva districts are generally gointog. It 
is expected that in future the people of Maln'a will fully utilise all the natural 
advantages and ortificinl incenti res-now offered by the Dor bar* and show 
better growth. 

Subsidiary Table II which elusathes the population by density shows 
that o‘4 per cent, of the total population of Gwalior State are congregated in I '8 
per cent, of the whole area having density of population between 300 and 450 
(Gird GwaliorPargana), Sl’P percent, live in 19'8 per cent, of the whole urea 
haring density between 150 and 300 and 62'7 per cent, in 78*4 per cent, of 
the area having n density under 150. It is only in Bhind District that the 
population is almost uniform, nJI the Parganas tjeing in the same density 
group 150 to 300. 

IVlo\'ement of Population. 

16. So far I have dealt with the population and its distribution as it 
stood on the 18th of March 1021. I ^hidl now discuss its variations and 
endeavour to account for them, us is possible, without the help of rita! 
stattsdes. 

* 

1 1 . Between 1881 aurl 1891, the population of Gwalior on the area of the 
then State proper increased by 12*8 per cent, or the previous population. 
During the decade ending in 1901, the population decreased by 13*1 per cent. 
This was doc to a severe famine w'hich visited the Plateau in psirrieiilnr. The 
actual population in 19U1 was 3,073,547 which after due ndjustment for the 
increased ares comes to 3,075,011. During the decade 1901 * i 911, there was an 
increase of 5*3 per cent. In the present iutercensnl decade the population has 
gone down by 41,682 or 1*3 per cent. Thus, in 20 years from ! 901, due 
to epidemics of plague and influenza, the population has increosed only by 4 per 
cent, which is far below the normal growth. 

18, Enumerations since 1901 can Iw taken nsaccurnto and adjustment of 
population on the additional area has also fjeen made since 1901. The only 
other important cause of variotion of tiopulotion is the natural increase or 
decrease. Increase betw-een 1901 and 1911 has been dealt with in the Census 
Report of 1911, I shall, therefore, confine tny discussion to the causes that 
have brought about tlie fall of 1*3 per cent, in the population of Gw’ulior in the 
last decade, so far as is possible, in the absence of viial stotistics. 

19. The'Condition of the decade, as given below* In brief, will reveal 
that besides the influenza epiilenue, tbu cause of doerease was n majority of

1918- 19—This was an exceptionally had year. Though famine vm 
not officially declared, relief measures were adopted to 
mitigate the calamities of the people. Influenza epidemic 
played havoc throughout the State. There was a total 
failure of Kharif crops in the Northern Prunt. 

1919- 20—A year below average, 

20, Undoubtedly, each part of the State was more or less affected by 

tlie hard condition of the decade described above. 
But the distressing economic eonditioDs told more 
heavily upon the Lowlying than upon the Plateau 
ntifl the Hilly tracts. The latter, taken separately,

There are some districte in which the increase is considerable. These 
Iiave some nutural advantages which are not shared by others. Thus, Bhilsa 
which shows the greatest mcrcasc, contains first class black cotton soil and is 
the tempting ground for agriculturistf!. Bhilsa was always a very populous 
and prcisperous district It was seriously nflected by the famine of 1901, 
after which it baa been steadily making up the lost ground. Since 1911 its 
' cultivatied area has increased from 29 to 41 per cent and double-cropped urea 
from 2 to 10 per cent Rainfall also has been reported to be better. 
Production of wheat and gram in the pre-war and post-war periods bettered 
the economic conditions of the Inhabitants. 

In Amjbeni about 50 per cent, of the population are Animists whose 
number has immensely Increased during the decade throughout the State. 
The Bhil is a primitive man and his wants are few. He is seldom seriously 
allected by the economic strain obtaining outside. 

Mundosor shows only ‘3 per cent increase and docs not require any 
detailed consideration. 

With the exception of the three districts noted above, all others show 
decrease tnorc or less. The increase ( 4'5 ) shown against (^rd Gwalior is 
due to inclusion in it of Lashlcar City, increase of which is pertly due to the 
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return of its former inhabitants nfCfer the Pbigtie of 1911. It may also be 
due to the immigrtitioii of labourers working in connection with the Irrigntioii 
Scheme Dnms, 

21. The naturul [Xj|mIadon* of the State which tuis decreased by I'S 
lH!r cent or *G per cent, more than ucturd population, iudioitea that there buis 
been U 11 escesfe of immigrants over etnigranto during the decade. 


22. Considering the physical and economical conditions of the decade

25. Long ages wiU pass before the laud will yield less crops than are refiuir- 
ed for the children of the soil. Both the Lowlying area and the Plateau are capable 
of supporting more souls tliau at present. Tbe extensive natural resources of 
tlip State have, so far, been very little developed. The increase in the 
proportion of agricHltiiral population to total population from 60 in the last 
Census to 66 hi the present show's tliat more persons are taking to cultivation 
with the advance of years. If the problem of artiheial supply of water (for 
which big schemes have been started) be solved there will be room for more 
people to settle in the State.

' Houses and Families. 

* 

24. Tbe numiKr of occupied houiies in the State has increased, the 
greatest increase being noticjed in the Lowlying section which shows 35 aa 
Against 31 bouses per square mile in 1911. In the Plateau there is noebauge 
but die Hilly tract returns one more house per square mile than in 1911. 
From tlie census definittoa of a house W'bich is the dwelling place of a 
commensal family (i. e., a family eating together of food cooked on a common 
nhulhaX the number of families must be equal to the number of occupied 
houses. On this assumption tbe number of persons living in a family on on 
average are 4 this time, as against 5 in 1911 and IDOL This reduction of 
members in an average hunily does not necessarily point to any change in 
the ioint-hmiily system during the decade; it is probably due to the decrease in 
population. 

35. Joint-family system ia more in vogue among the bmd-ovvning than 
among the labouring classes. It is showing a tendency to break uji under the 
modem economic conditions,

26. Tables III, IV an<l Y |j;ive the statiistics required for this 
Chapter. The priucipiil statistics exhibiting the distrthutioii of the population 
orer towns and villages are to be found in i'ubsidiary Table I appended to it, 

27, In the State, 9T perthoueand of the population reside in towns and 
the remainder in villages. Of the town population, 469 per thousand or 
nearly one half, live in the dty or large towns of over 20,000, about ith 
In towns of IQ^OOO to 20,000, nearly ith in email towns of 5,000 
to 10,000 and mote than itb in places under 5,000 reckoned for 
census purposes as towns. The State is for the most part agricultural. Few 
urbim characteriatics are visible even in towms of comparatively big size. 
The small towns, so to apeak, arc over-grown villages, 

2S, The definition of a town included all MunicipnUtiea, British Canton¬ 
ments or British Military Stations and every other continuoua collection of 
houses inhabited either by hIjODO persona upwards or less than 5,000 
having urban characteristics. 

There ore, according to this definition, 27 towns in all, of which Gnna 
and Agar are the tw'o British Military Stations and Nimuch, a British 
Cantonment. Loshkar Brigade, where the State Forces are stationed, has, this 
time, been included in the Lashkar City, ns a result of which, the number of 
towns has been reduced by 1 in tlm present Census from that of 1911. The 
State Cantonment of Monu* and the Residency Headquarters there, have also 
been thrown into the Morar Town, Some eight places, though the population 
of each is less than 5,000, have been treated as towns on account of their 
urban cliaracteriatics os compare<l with other places of purely rural nature. 

29. There is no town in tite Hilly trect of the State. The number of 
towns is greater in the Plateau portion tlian in the LowSying, but from 
Subsidiary Table II, it is evident that the proportion of urban population Is 
greater in the Lowlying than in the Plateau, the number returned per mille 
residing in towns being 129 in the Lowlying and 83 only in tiie Plateau section. 
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14 CBAPTER n.—THB P0Pin<ATlOS OF ClTTES, TOWNS AND TjLLACKa. 

HO. Tlic iirljtm iwpulatlon rpturnwl ut this Census shows an incrense of 
301,290 Of nwirly 11 iH*rcont. front 1011, but no eflftcdvo conit^risoii is jjoflsible 
with the figures of thatCeosuB, us large towns such as Lusiikar, Ujjain, ilomr, 
etc., were mostly evacuated on account of plague at that time. If the figures 
of recount, done m the city of Lash tar alone, be taken into considcmtioiij 
the increase is only of U,068 or nearly 7 per cent But the recount figures 
are not safe to comi)are ^vith, for they wero taken at a diEfcrent session, nearly 
four months after the general Census. 

31. Comparing the present urban population with tliat of 1901, the 
figure sUowsa decrcaBC, though the general population has iuereased from the 
Census of 1901. Tins is due largely to the ra^ge done by the plague of 
1911, since which calamity the city of Liishkar has never been able to recoup 
the loss, and also to a greater e.’cterit to the influenza epidemic of 191S, As tlie 
figures for vital statistics arc not availabie, it is impossible to estimate the loss 
due to plague and influenza separately. The figure of the ‘Informal Census’ 
taken by the order of the Darbar in the latter port of 191^, only in the area 
w'ithin the Lashkar Municipality, showed an increase of 30,589 souls in the 

Municipality alone, excluding Lashkar Brigade, o^r the actual figure of 1911 
and 16,620 over that of rccoimt. Thus, when Lashkar was steadily regaining 
her original strength, the influenza epidemic, which broke out in the latter 
l>art of 1918, swept away thousands redudog the number of people in 
the city. 

33 . But the plague and the influenzii epidemics though ascribed ns 
the niBio cause of decrease in Lashkar and to have arrested tlie growth of 
Ujjain and Morar, are not solely responsible for the decrease in the total urban 
population of the State. Big towns, In spite of being offecteil by tl>e 
past iwlvcrse circumstances, do not show any tendency to decreofic as 
email towns do. The population of Ujiain is greater in the pr^nt Census 
than timt in any of the previous decades, Momr, in spite of its falling a 
victim to plague and Influenza, has kept ground, and Lashkar, ^oiigh showing n 
decrease from the figures of 1901 and 1891, has prospects of increaBe under tlie 
Town Improvement Trust and expansion of induatries made under the 
argis of the pteaent Ruler. But other old towns, sucli os Mandnsor, Gwalior, 
Gohad, Cbnodcrl, Nimucb arc decUniug as has also been observeti by Cfj!. 
Luaril in his Central India Report of 1911, The reason is that the 
stimulus of industrial and coromercial activity which can only give life and 
strength to modern towns, is wanting in many of them. 

3 .3. This is borne out by the fact that Morena is growing rapidly to lie 
a town of impormnee fromasmaU viUoge, due to the facilities it posBeoaea for 
export and import in grains in which it conducts trade with outside. Compared to 
its small population, its urban chnracterisdcs are great. T be to wn of Bhind is also 
an instance in point. Bhind being a trade centre, its population ia inerrasmg. The 
increase of Shivpiiri fSipri) is due to its being made the summer residence 
of His Highness and the transfer of the headquarters of the Narwar 
District from Narwar to Shivpuri. 

34 . In the towns, though tlie number of Hindus is greater than that of 
Musalmans and persons of other religions, the proportion of Miisalmnns and 
Jains is higher than that of Hindus, More than ’^rd of Musalman 
population lives in towns. Almost all the Christians in the State are also to 
be found in towns. The number of Animists in urban areas is very insigni¬ 
ficant Males invariably predominate over females. In the case of Pa raw, 
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neorlj* ^tIiso£ wbosG total population reside tn towns, females arc In excess of 
Tnalea. 

fJ5. Laslikar, nith its factories, hotels, new industrial eoncerna, banks, 
and trade quarter at Samira, presents ample urban features vvhich 
itre hardly to be found anywhere else m the State, It has grown from a small 
[dace where Sciadia’s moving camp ivu.-* locatcil, to the foremost place 
In the State, In 1901 its population waa more than one hundred 
thousand uud so In tlie previous decades of 1391 and 1831, when there could 
be no difftculty in naming it a cit^" even according to the census phraseology. 
But from lull Its popuktiou has fallen short of one hundred tliousand owing 
to cuUHCS previously stated. Its popiilittion including the Lashkor 
Brigade, at the present Census, is 80,33 r which fulls short of the standard 
of ii city by alx)ut 20 thousand souls. But, for census purposes, It has been 
treated as a city. It shows unerring signs of [irogrt^es in future and it ia 
hope<l that at the next census its ixjpillation 'will exceed the renaua standard. 
Subsidiary Table 11 shows that its density per square mile is 20,098, u figure 
certiiiuly mudi higher than that of equally populous cities like Barodaand 
others and nearly equal to one ol tlie most densely populated cities of the United 
Provinces, ri'r-, Benares. Like Benares, the huUdlngs of Lashkar arc close, 
compact and generally of more than one storey. As the chief to’wn in the 
State and the headquarters of local administration there is concentration 
of jiopulation of all kinds in it. The demand for labour in connection with 
tlic factories and extensive building projects attmets a large concourse of 
workers both skilled and unskilled. More than 36 per cent, or ith of the urban 
population is returned from Lashkar City alone, 

3fl. Ujiain, tlie second tmvu, contributes ttb. It is steadily rising and 
epidemics have not lieen able to impair its growth. Urban features 
are becoming prominent in Uijain owing to the recent catablishmcnt 
of several Cottou Wtaivmg Mills uud other Factoric!®, It has also u high 
density, 

Viltages- 

37, As in the previous census, revenue muwra haa been taken to be a 
village for census purposes in the State. A village list has been prepared in 
tlie office from the ‘A Register’ of the Sorting Supervisors. It is thus an 
up‘to-date collection and (amoels the previous liste supposed to be rather 
inaccurate. 

38. The hamlets gro’wn by the side of n village have been taken into 
the iMirent village. The villages of the State, as has already been described 
in the report of the lust CciiBiis, are a compact collection of houses, with 
cultivable lands aurroiitiding them. The residence of the landlord or a 
large tenant generally eoiu6s in the mitidle round which duster the houses of 
others; on tlie outskirts close to tlie field are the liuts of cuUvvntora and 
Ix'yotid, at a little distance, of the low' castea. For Bliil villages in the Jungles, 
the system is different, ThiiJto l iliages cover lui exteuaive area, the leafy hut* 
of Bhila and Sahariaa belog imilt at long distances apart, 

89. Including the Feudatory Fstutea, the total Jiiatiber of villages w'as 
10,432 in 1911, The numlwr at the present Census has inereaseil by 112. 
The villages with popubititm jiiukr 500 pmlominate this time also, ns tn the 
previous decade. Of 10,544 villages, 9,171 have population imdor .500, 
The conclusion tiierefon* is, that the State lives in small villages. 

There are more villager« in the Plateau than in tiie Lowlyingarca. But 
large villages, /. c., l ilhiges with ixipubtioji of over .>00 predoniinote in the 
Low lying (Subsidiary Table U. In the Hilly tract there are very few large 
villages; out of 573 villages lU all, there are only fi3 with a population of over 
500, the rest lut* under 50U. 

40, Tlie average poptibition [wr village amoiint* to 274 in the State, 
On the Plateau it is ^40, while in tlie Lowlying and HijJy tracts it is 349 and 
237, respectively, 

41. The avemge distance of villages apart is 1'7 miles, for the State as a 
whole ; in the Lowlying tract it is I'S* in the Plntcnu region 17 and in the 
Hilly 1'6.

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45. The Table dealt with in thu Chapter le Table XI recording the 
birtbplauetj of tho^ enumerated. At the end of the Chapter, there are some 
Subsidiary Tables dealing with the subject. Table XI ivill show 
that out of the total population of tbe State (3,195,476), 3,902,067 persons, 
or about 91 per cent, were born within the State limits and 393}409, or 9 
per cent, were born in other Provinces and States in Indja or in countries 
beyond India. 

43, The figures for tliose born beyond India are very iusignificont 
and of very little interest for G^vnlior, situated as it ia, far from the outer 
frontiers of British India, Of the 6S3 persona so bom, 571 were bom 
in Europe, 71 in other Aeiadc countri&s, of whom 44 were Afghans, for the 
moat part, in military employ, and the rernmning 41 in different oontinenta 
of the world. 

44. Omitting the negligible number of persona born in foreign 
oountries, 293,736 persons may be taken as imtnigrants into the State. The 
number of such immigrants in 1911 was 261,123, so, there is an Increase of 
31,603 persons or about '9 per cent, of the total popukdon, on the present 
occasion. The Census of 1911 was preceded by an exodus to other 
contiguous territories on Hocount of plague, especially from the city of Loshtar 
and other big towns. This temporary movement was more thou counter* 
balanced by the re-settiing of ttic temporary emigrants os soon as the plague 
had subsided and *tbe peiiodic migration' of a good number of peraops 
from the Punjab, working as agrkultunsts in Bhilsa and other places, later 
on. 

4o. The proportion of sexei; among immigrants fimm oon^gnous parts 
of other Provinces or States is 14S females to 100 males. Among those 
returned os bom in non-contiguous parts of other Provinces and States the 
proportion is 80 females to 100 moles. The relatively high proportion of 
females in the case of contiguous districts is due to marnoge which usually 
means, for a woman, n move to a new home in another village and is known 
os 'Casual migration.' 

46. Of the total number of immigrants from contiguous foreign 
districts, 137,917, or 63 per cent, were bom in the Central India StHtes- The 
IKFccntiige is 47, when the total number of immigrants is taken into aocountj 
irrespective of contiguity or distance. 

47. Ninety-three per cent, of the total immigrants to Gwalior come front 
con tiguons territories. The intermingling of the bou ndaries of the districts of the 
Malwa PraiJt, accounts for this. In Northern Gwalior or Gwalior Isagarh Prant, 
which is a compet area of well-defined borders, tbe number of immigrants 
from outlying Provinces is not comparatively so high as it Is in Malwo, where 
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temtiorios of other Stetcs of Ceotral Tndiir mtervene betweco our <listriota and 
even ivlthhi one and rlie same district as ' in Mandator. In the detached 
Pargann, Gangapur, ■which lies far Cfff in Momir, several Rajputana Statea jut in. 
From these pkecs the number is enormous. Throughout the dUtricUof both 
Prante females are in excess of males letidiDg to the conclusion that the immi¬ 
gration » casual, due to the custom of bringing a wife from another \'Ulagc, 

Next to Central India States, Kajpiitana sends the greatest number 
of people, of tlie contiguous foreign, districts. The number of persons, 
l»m in Rajputana hut enumerated in tlm Stnte, is a little above rs, 000 . 
The migrutioD, in the case of Marwaris who generally come here for 
trade, is ‘Semi’penoimcdt.' In Northern Gwalior, Rajput Thakurg marry 
girls of tlie bordering (States of Rajputana and bring them here. 

Then comes the United Provinces, which sends more than 59,000. 
People of the United Provinces generally migrate to Northern Gwalior. 

Most of the immigrants from Central Provinces and Berar come to 
Northern Gwalior for Bcrvioe, and hence the movement is generally of semi- 
permanent nature. But some of them, afterwards, settle and become 
permanent residents. 

48. As luis iilrcfidy been stated, only 7 per cent of the total immigrants 
come from distant provinces. Of tlvese, Bombay Presidency and tHe 
Punjab give the major part. Tn the Gird Gwalior District, males out- 
numljcr females, but in the Hilly tract and Mandaj^or reverse is the esse. 
This suggests that in Gird the immigrants come for trade or aernce, while the 
Bhils and kindred tribes of Amihera and Marwaris of jlilandasor get 
wives from distance. 

49. Subsidiary Table Eli shows the actual figures of inter-migration 
of the present Census and compares them with those of 1911, 

In the Lowlying area, out of every 100 persons bom wdthin its limits and 
residing in the State, 94 are found to reside there and nearly 6 in the 
Plateau; in 1911, the proportion of such per^ns in tile Plateau was 11. 
From the Plateau, very few of the home-bom come to the Lowlying, 
only a few thousands have been found to have moved to the Low lying. 
In the Hilly district of .A.mjberu, there is practirally no rnigration. Thus 
whatever movement there is within tlie State, it is in the Lowlying area. 

50* The total number of persons born in Gwalior but enumerntetl 
outside ID other ' Provinces and States in India, is detailed in Subsidiary 
Table IV. In addition to tiiese emigrants, there is also a handful 
of persons who migrate to countries beyond India, but their number is so 
small that it deserves no considemtion, 

51. Though there is interchange of population betw^n the State 
and all other parts of India more or less, it is confined mainly within a 
few Prownces. It occurs prominently witli'the followhig Provinces and 
States, vi:.^ (1) Central India Sbites, (S) Rajputana States, {SJ tTfjitcd 
Provinces, (4) Central Provinces and Berar, 15> Bombay Presidency, (6) The 
Punjab, including Delhi, {7J Bengal and (gj Bihar and Orissa. 
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Oon^loMlaii, 


The margioat Table shows the figurea. In return for the 47 per cent. 

of its inunignuit popula¬ 
tion which the State 
receives from the Central 
India States, it gives 60 
per cent, of its Ginignint 
population. Tbeuet out¬ 
come of this interchange 
of population is a toss to 
the State of 36,836 per¬ 
sons. As in immigration, 
so in emigradoo, the 
greatest amount of mi¬ 
gration is to or from the 
Central India States. 
Kajputana followed the 
Central India States in 
importance, sending 73,063 or nearly 27 per cent, receiving in return 
54,115 or nearly 9 per cent, of the emigrants from the State. It is due to 
marriage transactions taking place among Rajputs, and Marwam of Eajputam 
and of the State. 

United Provinces cornea next, sending 20 per cent, of the immigrant 
population and receiving only 16 per cent, of the emigrant children of the 
State. The nature of migration of the United Provinces is, for die moat 
part, of Bemi-pennanent nature. 

Then follow Central Provinces and Berar in order of importnnoe in 
point of migration. Here also there is il favotirable balance for the State, 
Central Provinces and Berar Bending 8,000 in round number, while 
reedving 2,000 only instead. Most of the emigrants from Central 
Provinces and Bemr come from Saugor, Of all other Provinces with which 
interchange of people prominently takes place, Gwalior has an adverse balance 
in the case of Bihar and Orissa, and Bengal, Many of the people from the 
District of Bhind go to Calcutta for trade and in quest of employment. 

Of the minor figures of migration, the State sends cooHch to Assam 
Tea Gardens, and receives agriculturiata from the Punjab and men from 

various parts of India w*ho come generally for serviw, 

* 

52. The year 1911 being an unusual year of plague epidemic, 
there was more emigration from the State than immigration. At 
this Census, there Ims Ix^n an excess of immigration over emigration. With 
the merging of the. 37 Guaranteed Retates into the parent State of Gwalior, 
whose Census figures have been taken into consideration this time but 
were left out of account in the Inst Census, comparison of migration 
figures may apparently seem to be impoasibie, But the indusion of 
Feudatories has not aUccted the figures much as migration seldom takes 
place in the feudatories, most of them being benighted places without 
means of communication. Education, which encourages the volume of 
migration, is nearly absent from these estates.

5$. In the present CcnsuB it la not required to enter into any dificuaaion 
of the iuBtory or philosophy of any religion or record the rituals^ ceremonies, 
practioea, and soperstitiotia of ita folloTrers except when it becomes neceasery 
* to throw light on the figures under each religion nnd explain how far they 
are aoenrate or oomplete and have definite meaning and what are the factors 
that determme their variadon. 

54. The stodstics of religion are given in Tables VT, XV, XVT, and the 
following Subsidiary Tables at the end of the Chapter :— 

Subnidiary Table I ,—General distribndon of the people by rdigion- 

St^diary Table JL —Distribndon by districts of the main religions. 

SubeidiaTif Table ///.—.Christians—Number and variations.

55. Altogether nine religions—Hindu, Muhammadan, Jain, Anitnist, 
Parsi, Christian, Arj-a, Jew, Sikh—have been returned in the State. Sects, 
except those of Christians, have not been recorded. 

56w The relative strength of the whole population by religion is given in 

the in-set table for the past two 
Censuses with variations during 
the decide. The Hindus pre* 
ponderate in the State forming 
8S'06 percent, of the total iK>pu- 
lation. Then follow, but very 
much below in number, the 
Musalman, being 5’55 per cent, 
of the total population. Aninusts 
of population. Jains represent 
1*23 per cent,; other religioDa form imignifi^oit minorities in the State and 
do not require any special mention. 
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57. One striking feature of the figures showing religious distribution of intaiiaU. 
the State ie that while the general population has gone down by 1'3, the Animists: 
have increased by the high percentage of ISO'S. Followers of minor religions, 
such as Arya Saiuajists, Farsts, Jews grouped as ^'others,” show an mcreaue

of 19 per cent HmdttBf Musaltuatia, Jaim and ObHstiana h&ve all gone dotrti 
aa ahowQ in the in^set table, the largest decline 4'5 being shown against 
Hindus. 

58. The word ^Anitmet’ is one of foreign origin. It is used to express the 
various forms of religious beliefs tmd euperatitions of the aboriginal tribes of 
India, such as6onde,BbUR, Bhilalas, Sorhus, etc., who have not yet regularly 
adopted or have not b^n admitted into Hinduism, Mubammadanisni, 
Christianity or any other well known creed. It is very difficult to distinguish 
bet^reen an Anitnist and a low class Hindu, belonging to Eoli or Cbamar 
caste, for instance. Both believe in spirits, ghosts, witch*craf^ and the 
evil-eye and their propitiation to secure happiness or avoid misery is common 
to both. An Anitnis^ living in towns or otherwise* coming under civilizing 
inBuences is gradually diawn towards and abeorbed into the broad pale of 
Hinduism, ft is impossible to determine at what stage u tribal man should be 
called a Hindu and at what, an Animist. The border line is faint and 
shifting and the accuracy of the return of their rebgion depends on the 
personal equation of the enumemtors and supervisors. 

59. When the Schedule, posing through the Enumerator’s hand, comes 
for ckssiBcation in the Abstraction office there are again chances of error due 
to carelessness, over-caution, or mis-rcading of the instructions. The 
returns of Animiets, therefore, have always been and will long remain open 
to doubt. The variations in their strength are not real and are caused by 
differences in the mode of enumeration and claseihcation. 

60. The Auimist populatiou of Gwalior was 404,289 In 1891 and 
222,836 in 1901*. In 1911 it fell to 59,899, This would show that the 
Animistic population decreased considerably while other castes who arc known 
to be less proliBc all increased more or less during the decade 1901-1911—an 
inference which must be dismissed aa highly improbable. The only explana¬ 
tion is, that most of the An!mists were returned or classed as Hindus. To 
avoid such errors, care was taken in the Abstraction office to prepare a list of 
the tribes who should be regarded as Animists or Hindus. The basis of 
their claasificatioD was local experience and current opinion. 

It is just possible that as a result of this precautionary step, many 
persons, who would have otherwise been grouped as Hindus, have come to the 
category of Anintists and thus swollen their figures. The increase of 130'8 
per cent, of the Animists is, therefore, only apparent and attributable to the 
low figure of 1911 and the indusion of some people in 1921 who would 
otherwise have been dassed as Hindus. This would partly account for tiie 
drop of 4'5 of tlie Hindu population as rompored with lower deercaae of 
adherents of other religions.

So the wild tribes, irres|3eet»'c of whether they are called Hindus or 
AnimisUt have increased by about 21 per cent,—'not a very nboornial rise, 
coDBidering their high fertility. 

63. Of the total number of Animists, 76,2^5 live in the Plateau and 
66,071 in the Hilly tract ami 19,607 ip the Lowlying plain. 

63. Amjhcni in the Hilly tract and laagnrh in the Plateau contain 
respectively 66,on iind 24,196. In die fortner the Ajiiinists form ti little 
iDorethan half the population of the district- Consequently the high increase 
of the Aniiuists luis nxiiied the district population to S’5 while the State, on 
the whole, has gone done by 1*3 per cent. 

64. The Hindus, as has been shown already, form prc'eminently the 
major portion of the whole population of Gwalior State as in Central India. 
Their ratio in 1921 Is 83’DG per cent os ngniost 91'4o per cent, of 1911 and is 
slightly more than that of Central India (86 88 per cent. >, 

Their distribution by natural divisions is 88'45 and 45*59 

per cent, in the Lowlying, Plateau and Hilly tracts. 

They do not beep up the same nutuerical superiority in towns where 
Musalmans imd Jains show couapnmtiviely high ratios, both being dwellers of 
towns from the natiu-eoF thrir profession and service. Ninety-two per cent, 
of the Hindus live in viliages as against 60 per cent, of the Musalmans, 

Hindus liavc decreased by 4*5 per cent*, more than the entire popuintiou 
of the State and other communities. The main causes of this dt^rcase are, 
as stated in Chapter I, influenza, high pricef, and their consequent diminished 
vitality during the decade under review. 

There has heen no defection from Hinduism in tlie State on account 
of conversion to Muhammadanism cu* Christianity, rather there is a possibility 
of accretion to it due to sbw and gradual, absorption of Animlsts into its fold 
though this year’s return shows otherwiec, 

65, It is not difficult to differentiate Hindus from Jtiina und Sikha in tlie 
State- For census puTpo«es> a Hindu in Gwalior State is one born of Hindu 
parents in or out of India and not doing anything revolting to Hindu ideas 
and sentiments such as cow-killmg or insulting Hindu gods and godde«ffi(B and 
who does not avoweflly return himself as Animist* The return includes the 
highest Brahman boasting of Aryan-blood and professing \'^cdic religion and 
the lowest sweeper whose religious attitude approximates to that of Animists. 
This is the only class in this State wbidi is not served by Bralumm priests. 
The other two castes just above the sweepers, Kolia and Chamare, njceive 
ministrations from some Brahmans, Pollution by proximity ts nnknown in 
the State, that by touch generally.applies to the Mehtara (sweepers). 

66 , In 1911, the number of Aryas in Gn'alior was 37 persons, 26 males 
and 11 females. This time they are 157 strong, consisting of 96 inalesand 61 
females. The number probably is below the truth, for some Aryus prefer to 
return them as^indiis- 

They are mostly found in Gird Gwalior and Bhind District, 

There was one case of reconversion by ah^ddhi ceremony of a Bengali 
Hindu some years ago from Christianity to Hinduism under the auspices 
of Lashksr Arya Somaj.

67, The Sibhe have mcre&aed from 554 in 1911 to 661 made apoE 419 
males tmd 242 Females. The disproportion oF the male and female figures 
may be due to most of them being temporary sojourners in the country 
coming for service and agricultoral occupations leaving their women in the 
Province of their birth. 

68. The Jains form 1*23 o! the entire population as against 1*25 of 1911; 
76*3 percent, of the Jains Ht^e in rural areas and the remoiDing 24*7 in towns. 
They have this time decreased by 2'6 per cent, as against 29 per cent, in 1911. 
So, while the Hindus have gone down from 13*6 per cent, increase in 1911 to 
4*6 per cent decrease, the Jains have risen from 29 per cent, decrease of 1911 
to 2'6 only, Thie comparative increase may, to a small extent, represent 
their natural growth due to less economic pressure on their community but is 
also owing to their return to towns after the Plague in 1911. 

69. Of the entire Join populatton, 27 per cent, live in the Lonivlying 
area, 6S in the Plut^u and 5 in the Hilly tract. 

70, Examination of district figures show that the^Iargest number of 
Jains ( 7,756 ) live in Mandosor, the next number ( 6,238 ) in Bhind, these 
two towns being important trade centres. 

7 L As an effect of educational and social propaganda very few Jains, 
cspeciaUy of the younger generation, return their religion as Hinduism 
though some of them declare that they are Hindus by caste.

73, Of the Mubammaflans, 33 per cent. live in the Lowlying area, 64 in 
the Plateau and 3 in the Hilly tract. 

They mostly live in towns. Of every five Muliammadons two live in 
towns and three in viUages. 


They form 10*3 per cent, of the population of Gird Gwalior District, 9*52 
per cent, of Ujjain and 8'83 of Mandasor. 

From the margiunJ table it would appear that in the State proper the 

Musalmans have, instead of de¬ 
creasing, increased by 1*06 per 
cent. whQe the Hindus dccreai^ 
by 4'2 per cent. 


the Musalmans, os a community, is 
supposed to be due to tbeir higher fecundity and some social advantages they 
possess over the Hindus, such os compomdve absence of early marriage and 
prevalence of widow rc-marmge. Other circumstances remaining the same, 
Muhammadans ought to increase mote than the Hindus, as they do in 
other parts of India; and the same is noticed this time in Gwalior* 

Another reason of their comparative rise in 1921 is perhaps (heir retom 
to towns after the disappearance of the Plague of 1911, when their number fell 
coDsidersbly more than Hindus. 
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74, t«hak Table oq page 23 shows that the Christian population has fallen 
filightly from 1,685 to 1,650, i. e., 27 per cent in the whole State iflclndiog 
Bntish Cantonments and Feudatory Estates- Excluding these, the Christiana 
would show a rise of 170*5 per cent. The faU oE Christian population, 
therefore, has taken place b the ‘ British Cantonments, Railway Stetions, 
etc. This » due to reduced garrison of British troops stationed at Nimuch, 
.\gar and Gunn. In the State proper there has been a rise. 

75. There are 629 Europeans (males 547, females 82), 261 A-ogb- 
lodinns (males UO, females 121) and 760 Indtan-Christians ( 371 males, 38fl 
females )- 

In numerical strength, Indian Christiana are first, then come Europeans 
and last Anglo-*Indians. 

Amongst Europeans, malea far out-number females, being respectively 
547 and 82, as has been said above. This great disproportion is due to most 
of the Europeans being soldiers in the army b the British Cantonments of 
Nimuch and Gunn. 


76. Information about sects was obtained through the heads of Missions 
by distribution of cards, and may therefore be token as correct The 
sects returned m Gwalior are:—■ 
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The largest sect of Christians are Anglicans amongst Europeans, Roman 
Catholics amongst Anglo-Indians and Preabyterians amongst Indian 


Christians. 

The preponderance of Presbyterians is due to the efforts of Canadian 
Presbyterian Mission b the State. 

77 . From the report of the different Misabtis, it appears that there 
liB\^been 48 cases of conversion to Christianity, 44 £mm Uiiab and 4 from 
Nimucb, during the decade in question. Thirty-three of these converts 
were Balais, four Mubatoiuadans end five Bhamis. 

78. Canadian Presbyterian Mission, Uijain, supports one Boys" School and 
one Hospital there. In addition to these, the local Mission (Ammean 
Presbyterian) has recently started at Lashkar an Anglo*^ ernacular Girls ^ool 
which is fairly well attended by girls of respectable and hith class famihes.

For wont of vital statistics, 4 more Subsidiary Tables could not be prepared. 
The figures in Subsidiary Table I refer to Hindu and Musalmon population of 
Bhilsa District with its Feudatory Estates, Bhiisa being taken as a tjTic for its 
geographical and other coneidcrations. 

80, Of all census stotietioa those relating to age are most unreliable. 
Even in countries like England, where the system of registration of births and 
deatha is compulsory and the people arc expected to know their ages accurate* 
ly the age returns are not correct. Here in India moat people do not know 
thlirogesatall; if ever they have any occoaion to know, they do not consider 
it necessary to remember them. Besides amongst uneducated people there 
is a huperstition against teUingage; it ahortens life. This ia not only time of 
Hindus but also of Muhamimidans. Counting of men, Bpeciidly of children, 
is regarded inauspicioua by ordinary- Indians. Elderly parente at timea 
were heard to say in plaintive tone ‘‘count us bnt spare our children,” All 
this is not peculiar to the State but common to other parts of India. 


There are other sources of inaocuracies. First, there is the wrong ivay 
of stating age. One in his 12th year, for instance, Is reported 13 years 
old. To guard against this error, enumerators were instructed to enter the 
number of years completed kst birthday and children under one year as 
iniontfl Then, there is the tendency to return age in vague numbers such as 
tkm ew 1 5 7, (w, 10,15t ^0, 25, 30, 40, and so on. 

ki; priuce^ lumping on 4, 5,or 10, or their mdltiples. Then ogam ^ere^ia u 
general tendency to uaderstateor exaggerate ages at certain periods of life. Ages 
of unmarried girls of marriageable age nre generally understated. In advanced 
years, some people, especially women, overstate their age. Amongst low 
ckas people, such as Chamors, Kolis, Kachhis, which form a major portion of 
the GwaUor State popuktidn, there is a ividespreod and atsolute ignorance of 
age. Absurd answers arc given to questions respecting age. One cunou** 
case came to my notice when I was seeing sample schedules filled m before 
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me in a mufassit toirn^ An oitlmary laixsurer gave his age as 40+ The 
oDfivver looking ^muatififactory, I n&kod him how old he wab sit the time of the 
fiepoy Mil tiny- The answer ten or twelyo^ That evidently would pot 
turn at 74- Quesdoned ubout tlieage of hm son standing by, he replied in 
all seriousnessj *^ihe Ijoy wa^ Ijom when wheat vveus selling 16 scerii a 
ropee.^^ This was too hard n problem to soK^e, 

The entries oC age ore left more or less to the mercy of ennmemtors who 
cannot be expeetedi as a rulet to,take suJhcient cure or tmubk to elicit proper 
answers^ Such bcang the case it is useless to espect correct age returns, yet 
the sources of error being the Mme from Census to Census useful comparisomi! 
can be made in spite of their unreliable character- 

81. In the case of u people progressing iiorraally the groifcest ntiinber 
of persoiXR should beat the agc^'uoder one year” nnd the suo^eding numbers 
should gmdually decreaise from year to year, but iw a matter of fact, this 
ideal condition seldom happens on aocount of disturbing causea such as 
famine, plague, mfluenza, etc. Migration also affects the distribution of 
figos, but in Gwalior its cflfet is negligible. 

The general effect of plague and inliaen^aoin be \ery easily gauged, but 
that of fmnine requires a little esphinatioii. U greatly increases the birth 
rate after its tlisappeftrauce, but in a few years this increased rate fulls and 
normal conditions are establisbed. In this connection I should like to quote 
the following from the India Report of 1901;— 

* Wben a tioct ts afflicted by famine the mortality in n greater or leas degree 
acoordmg to the severity jnid duration of tho calamity anil Ibe i^lfcctiveijcss of the 
mea^urea token to mitigate It- All seotionH of the populitfoni howevari are not equally 
affected; the very old and the very young ffuffer most, while ihose in prime of life 
sojtain only a comparatively email dimintiticiD in Lhotr nmnhete, 

** Conaequently at the close of the famine, the popalaiiDri censUt^ of nn imnsnally 
small proportion of children and old persons and of a very hirge proportion of porsons 
in the prime of life. at the reproductive ages. For some yi:!ars, therefore, in the 
absence of any freah calamity, the (.Towtli of the popolation is very rapid- The num¬

The 
dbrtm-bance of nornml eotidltlons is still not ended and the pendulum coutianeB to swing 
backwards and foru-arda between porioda of high and low Mrih-mtc, but its o^HIeuiops 
gradually become fainter antil they ceoEC from uutiiral catioes to Ijv aprareut or, as 
UKrre often happens, nnfil iopo fresh calamity obUterutes thera-" 

82. According to SundlMirg, the weU kixoxwn Swe^lish Ktuti&tkkn, the 
number of persons ngotV 15-50 in ull European eountricH nnd Ainerifti is uni* 
fonniy about half the total population luid that ’Variations take phee only in 
the other two main groupie, ^0*15* and *50 and over-’ AVhere the population 
is progressive the puniber in the group 0-15 is much greater than iu the

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The mortality io the*e tiro groups is much frrt*ater, he flays, than in the 
intermediate one, but it is ubont the same in both cases. Consequently 
'i'ar]atir>ns in their relative siKC do not ofFcct the total mortality which b thus 
independent of the a«e dktrihutinii. {Irtdia Report, 1911, page& 148-119.) 

To see how far this theory applies to Gwalior, I append the jnarginal

Sundbarg’s theory does not strictly apply to Indian Provinces and 
States. To suit Indian conditions Sir E. A. Gait, Census Corntniesioner for 
1911, altered the groupa to ‘0-10* and ’ lo-lO’ and 60 and over. Bis reasons are 
that old age comes on quicker in Indhi and the group 15-40 more doaely corres* 
ponds to the reproductive age. Subsidiary Table V accordingly compares the 
number of children below 10 and persons 60 and over to those age<l ‘15-40.’ 

83. As the male 6gure3 are some whet more reliable I ahall confine my 
diBcusaion to those only leaving out figures for the females. Keferenoe to 
Subsidiary Table tl shows that the number of children aged ‘0-5’ has decreased 
from M02 in 1911 to 1,167 per ten thousand in 1921, (‘.e., by about 2'3 percent. 
This rwiuctionia due to the fact that the children of this group were bonj during 
the quinquennium 19164920, which was a period of severe trial on account of 
the terrible Influenza and the continued high prices and was thus highly un¬ 
favourable to human growth. Boys of the next group 5-10 show a rise of 
3*!, being bom in a more favourable periofl 1910-1915. The next group 
10-15 shows again an increase of 2‘5 per cent., being survivors nf perrons of 
0-5 age period of 1911 Geneus, 

Broadly speaking children of 0-15 liave inemsed by 3*3 per cent. 
Amongst men of *15-40’ age-group the mcrease is slightly less but the least 
percentage increase is in the group of 60 and up. The three natural divtaiona 
show the same condition, L dcdine in children of 0-.5 and increase in the 
two other groups. In the Plain area there has been oonsidcpahle rise in tlie 
group of 10-40. 

A reference to Subsidiary Table \'I will show that in the whole State 
there has been an increase of ,’JO per cent, amoDg porons aged 10-15 and a 
decrease of 5*86 in the adult population of 13-40 group. Considering the 
three natural divieiona the Hilly tract shows increase in all the groups. The 
Plateau shows considerable decrea.se f of about 5 per cent, ) in the 15-40 age- 
group. The Lowlying area shows appreciable deemee in ‘1045’, ‘15-40’ and 
‘40»60* groups. This indicates that in the next 10 years the Lowlying area 
will have no chance of good increase of population. The Plateau will be in a 
better condition, but the Hilly tract baa the highest potentiality for the 
current decade, 

84, Mesn nge of a people or community is the average age of all 
persons who were alive on the Census night. It does not mran the a^-enige 
duration nr expectation of life nt birth except in a stationary population, Tn 
drawing any emclusion from the statistics of the mran age of the Uving, one 
should remember that nothing could be more fallacious than to asiume, that a 
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riBe in the mean age of the people living^ of iteelf^ indicates an incpentte in the 
ilumtioD of human lifei Eor^ it m cl^r that the mean age id affected not only hy 
moj^tolitj^ but hUo by the coufse of tiie birtli^mte* Tf the bittli-retc incr^rses^ 
the numbers in the youngs age"^foups increase iilsii and tliiB rctflnoea tlie 
mean age of the H^dng^ On the other hand, if the birth-rate decUnea» the 
conver&e result follows, A papulation whicli la actually dying out is found 
to show a conatmt rise in the mean age of the living. 

Mean age also means the number of persons amcing whom one dies e^ery^ 

year. Taking it to he the averEge death i^te of Gwalior 

per niillc* As the population hue decreased by *9 per cent, in the StJitc 
proper the turth-rute is 40'8—‘9 or 40 approximately per 1,000. 

Subsidiary Tables II and lH give meaii age at tlie end of proportiouate 
figun^s. The mean age has been calcubited by the formolii adopted in French 
Census and recommended by the Census ConDuaissioner for India.

85, A gliiDce at Subsidiary Table ^ show? that the number of cluldron 
under 10 per 100 married females aged la-40 has increased from 152 to 22-1 
in the Slate as a whole. The greatest increntie is in the Hilly tract 
which contains largest number of Anifnists and the low'est in ilje Lowlying 
area. 

By districts, Mandasoi is first, liaviiig 281 children per hundred married 
females, then come Amjhera, Nnrwar and Isagarb in order. The lowest 
number is m Gird Gwalior^ being 152- 

Subsidiary Tabic IV-A shows tliat Rajput Toiiwnrs have 290 children 
per 100 married females aged l.n-40. Then come Minos and Bhtls, Bliilidiih 
and Gonds who ore groupetl as Antmists, Drecani Brahmans arc least pitililic 
of all Hindu castes, lower tlmn even Jains.

87, In England and countries of Western Europe, such os Germany, 
France, etc,, females are in excesa over moles; but in some countries of Eastern 
Europe, Bulgaria and Greece for instance, and in most of the Asiatic countnw 
the peverse is the case as will appear from the in-set table :—

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88, Like most Indian Provinces, Gwalior State ha» more males than 
females. The actmd figures are 1,696,510 and 1,498,966, which work 
up to 8S4 females per 1,000 males as against 903 id 1911. 

If the ‘natural population' be taken, t, ^x., total number of persons 
bom in Gwalior and enumerated either within or without the State less 
the number of persons enumerated in the State but bom elsewhere, the 
proportion rises to 900 per 1,000 males as against 9S4 of 1911. The 
effect of migration from or to the State on its sex proportion is, therefore^ 
not inconaideiable. How far the sex proportions and naturul population 
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are affected in the diatrict, cannet be nBccrtainefl for of migration 

figures for these diatricts. The figure ia lowest for the Lowlytng area 
and highest for the Hilly.

89. Loodity seems to have an influence on sex proportions. The 
Lowlying area has its proportion below and the Plateau and Hilly tracts 
much above the State average. The Hindus, •Musolmans, an<l Anlnmts 
show their highest propordone of feqmles in the Hilly natural division, 
and Jains in the Plateau, Of <li3trictp, Tonwarghar shows, this time, 
as in t!ie past Censuses, the JoH-est proportion of females, 801 to 1,000 males. 
Hindus, Musalmans, and Jains, all have more women of sixty and over 
in the Hilly tract while nmongist the Animists the highest number of 
Bucb women is found in the Lowlying division. Of course, it is not 
safe to rely too much on the age distribution. 

90* From the Subsidiary Table I, it will appear that in 1881, the 
proportion of femafes to males vras 849, In 1891, it rose to 872. In 
the next two CenauBes, the proportions were 906 and 90,8. This time, 
the ratio stands at 884 for the actual population. So, the sex ratio rose 
oonsiderably from 1881 to 1901. In 1911 it slightly declined; hut the 
decline is very considerable at the present Census. The causes are not 
far to seek. Between 1891 and 1900 there was famine whicli affected 
the male population more than the females and raised up the proportion 
of females to males; in 1911 there was plague vvhich carried away tuore 
females than males. But the effect of plague being more or less local, 
the reduction in the sex proportion was fih'ght. But during the decade 
under consideration, the terrible Influenza which spared no part of the 
State, made greater havoc amongst the females and retluced their number 
very considerably as compared with the males. The rise and fall of 
sex proportions, therefore, has been caused by natural factors and does pot 
seem to be due to omission from enumeration.

92. A reference to Subsidiary Table II shows that at birth (;,e., 0-1 age), 
males exceed the females for all religions, but in a few years, fem^^ ex^ 
the males owing to higher mortality among male dnldren* Then the m _ 
females begins to fall, the greatest fall being noticed at 10-15 nge-i^od 
the main leligiomi excepting the Muaalman who shows the greatest ^ 

15-30 age-period. At 30-25, the proportion rises agam for aU rehpo^. Then 
there isa slight fall which continues up to 50. At 50-60, the ratio ri^s and at 
60 and over, females exceed the males in general popi^Uon and 

, amongst Hindus, Jains, and Animists, pointing to the 
in these religions. The same condition is almost revealed m the three natural 

divisions. For all ages, i. e., on the whole, females are in defect. 

The low figure of 10-15 is probably due to under-statement of age of the 
unmarried and over-statement in the case of married. 

95, Both In Europe and India, more males are born than females, Imt 
in the Western countries, the females, and licrs in India and most of ite 

Previnces and States, the males, preponderate in later years. For want of 

vital statistics, I am not in a position to say whether males or females are bora 
in excess in Gwalior, but Census returns at 0-1 age point to excess of male 
births here as eUewhere in India, as already stated in para, 92, 

The question, therefore, naturally arises, why starting with the same 
condition, Europe should show in later years preponderance ot females and India 
preponderance ot males. This anomaly betiveen the sex proportions in 

India and Europe has brought forth adverse comments from some Western 

(German) statisticians, who, tahing the condition of Europe as the standard to 
which Indian condition should conform, attribute tlie defidency of females in 
India to omission from Census records of women on account of their saelusion 
and the delicacy of their guardians to give right bformation about them. But 
this delicacy of Indians about their women might be with respect to questions 
relating to mfirmitiea and age, for instance, ami net^d not result in thdr omission 
from enumeration. So faros this State is concerned, I do not think people avoid¬ 
ed giving such broad information as number of women in a family knowing 
very well that the Census was now being regularly carried out by order of 
the Darbar and failure to give correct answers was liable to punishment. It 
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baa b<!eD osaerted iq mosi Ceoaus Reports that respectable Indiana avoid retnm- 
iag unmarried girls aged 1D-15| for fear of aodal stigmai: but the stigma may 
very well be avoided by understating the age and not by the questionable 
wisdom of false returns. In this conoecdon it may be stated here, that ideas 
about anti-puberty marriage are fast clwiagiog due to spread of education and 
culture, and oonoealraent of female children for fear of sodal reproach does 
not appear to be probable. 

The low return of age-period, 10-15, as has already been suggested, are 
probably due to imsstatemcnt of age and not to reluctance of guardians to return 
girls of this age group. During the age-period, 10-30, the deficiency of 
women, in all probability, is due to early motherhood with its attendant evils 
and un-6cientific midwifery. This deficiency of women continues up to 
50-60. At 60 and over females are in excess of males in the general popu¬ 
lation and for nil religions excepting die Musalmun. 

94. The following reasons are generally advanced to account for the low 
proportion of female sex in India : — 

( a ) Infanticide, 

( i ) Ifcgleet of female children, 

( c ) Evil efiect of early marriage and premature child-bearing. 

( d ) High birth-rate and primitive methods of midwifery, 

C e ) Hard treatment accorded to women, specially widows and 

( / ) Hard work done by women. 

Female infanticide does not now exist anywhere in this State and must 
be ignored as a factor musing deficiency c£ female sex. But it is very 
striking that Tonwaighar, the habitat of Ton war Thakurs, should show, as in 
1901 and 1911, the lowe^ proportion of females to males, Tonwur Thakurs, 
of all castes and races, show the smaUcat ratio, 526 of females in the whole 
State. In their own district they return the very bw proportion of 438 per 
mille, i. e., lees tbfo one female to two males. If female infonddde ever 
existed amongst Ton war Rajputs, as tradition has it, Darwin's theory would 
Imd one to expect gradual decrease of female bearing ojid increase of male 
bearing families as an ofter-efiEect of this cruel practice.* But with the spread 
of education and relaxation of the rigid laws of hypergamy the proportion of 
the female sex is likely to increase in future. 

There is no intentional neglect of female children, but, male children, 
being considered a valuable asset, ond girls, a burdensome liability, some 
indiSertnee in likely to be shown to girls amongst Hindus except in educated 
and well-to-do fomilies. This wiU produce an adverse effect on early female 
life, causing greater mortality during 0-5 age llusalmans, amongst whom 
marrioge of girls is not so expensive, show more females tlian males at O-S 
age-period. The effects of factors ( c ) and ( d) have been already referred to 
in a general manner and are too well known to require a further discussion here. 

Amongst low caste Hindus, widow marriage of some form or other, is 
allowable, and, re-inarrioge generally takes pliwK in this part of the country, 
The widow of this cUas are. thewforci not so much a burden on others as 
high caste young widows, who are looked upon as drudges destined to work 
for the family. However, they possess higher longevity due to restrained 
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life and freedom from the djingerti of cbild-birthi while atnODg^t low 
longevity of women lesson account of high child-birth and hard life they 
have to [end*

95. In towTis, females are very much outnumbered by males. The

In Lashkor, Ujiain, Gwalior, Morar nud Shlvpuri (Sipri) Muaalmans 
show more females than Hindus. At Mondsaor, Hindus are in excess of. 
lluBalmans. At Tdfls hVnr and Ujioin, mole labourers are attracted from 
the interior and these being mostly low dasa Hindus, there is defect of Hindu 
females compared with MuBolmans. Old Gwalior is the only place that 
shows more females tlian males under Sfusalmans. Another reason for the 
deficiency of females at Lashkar may be the inclusion in the city, figures of 
those of the Loahkar Brigade where troops live mostly single. 

The sex proportion of Lasbkar has fallen from 897, in 1901, through 840, 
in 1911, to 803, in 1921, a figure much below the State average^ 884, The fall at 
Ujialn is still greater, the figures for 1901, 1911 and 19S1 being respectively 
91 883 and 803, The main cause of this big drop in female population is 

the Inlluenzii of 1918 which affected the towns more than the villages- 

tr.A’ftmiTiing the sex figures for Lashkar, for which alone, statistics 
by age arc available we find that the Muealmana have 823 females as 
against 860 of Eiodus at age, 0-1, but at 0-5, Musalmans show the 
highest figure of female children (1,010), a fact that points to leas infantile 
female mortality in that community. As usual, the proportion of females is 
low-eet at lO-lo for all religions, the Hindus showing the greatest Eall- 
Up to €0, females are in defect of males, but at 70 and over all the 
three main relbtiona show more females than 1,000 males, indicating higher 
longevity of women in urban population.

97. In Gwalior, marriage is not inimediately' followed by co-habitation 
except amongst Christians and high class Mustdimunj,' W'ho, as a rule, do not 
encourage early tmrruige. With Hindus and Jains-marriage is an irrevocable

Thirty-one per cent of die total number of widows are 
tmder 40 years and 2’2 per cent, are under 15 j’wira, an age at which no 
one is married in Europe.

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CHAPTER VIII. 

Literacy. 

109. In the censases previous to 1901, no informiition was collected in 
the State under the column “Education." Education, in those days, was confined 
to a very narrow range of the community and ihe statistics, even if recorded, 
would, doubtless, liave been meagre. The instruction, given in 1901, to 
return the iJcrsons capable of reading and writing m literate, did not oontab 
in it “the degree of proficiency b rwdbg and writing which should 
<luAlify a person to be entered as literate." As the decision ^v»s left to the 
enumerators, the returns probably had varied from charge to charge and even 
from block to block accordmg to the test applied b cadi case. The stand¬ 
ard was not only indefinite but was also rather low and many persons 
returned as literate, in the Census of 1901, would not have lieen returned os 
such according to the accurate and precise test laid down in the Census of 
1911 luid retained also on the present ocrasion. 

110. The direction to the emunerators on the present occasion was “to 
enter any person as literate who can ivrite a letter to a friend and read the 
reply of it, but not otherwise," The present test, however definite it may lie, 
demands such an amount of uniform care which cannot be expected from each 
tunl all of tlie emimcnitors. The accuracy of literacy statistics Teconled, is, 
thus vitiated by the varying amount of care with which the bfiuiries were 
mndi' and the different degrees of self-conscientiousness witli which the enumera¬ 
tors utrried out the orders. But ns the same stimdard wok applied b 1911, 
there cno be no difficulty m bstitutbg an effective compariBon of tlic prerent 
returns with those obtained in 1911, though it maybe unsafe to attempt 
any coinpnrioon with the figures of 1901. 

111. No record'was made on the present occiision, of t!:e vernacular 
language in which a person was literate. Hindi, Urdu and Marathi, still 
remum tlie main written languages and no rariatiou has occurred as regards 
their relative position in which they lay in 1901. A return was made of 
those who were literate in English in addition to tlicir mother-tongue. 

112. The statistic of literacy are oontobed in the Tables VIIT 
nnd IX, Tabic Vlll is divided bto three ports; Part A, shows literacy by 
reli^on, Part B, gives detaib of literates of each main religion by districts, 
Part C, gives similar details for tbe city. Table IX abows figures for lit(>nites 
and illiterates by sects in selected enstes. Of the ten Subsidiary Tables i>re- 
scribedin 1911, the first srren have only been kept this time and thereat 
omitter! according to tlie directions of tJic Census Commissioner (or India, 
These tiulisidiiiry Tables exhibit the chief comparative and proportionate Htatii:- 
tics of literacy and set forth for purposes of comparison some of the ranin 
figures in connection with education ifisiied by the Education Dcpurtiuent. 

11.). The number of literate persons returncil at the present Census in 
the State is 110,879 amounting to about 40 jier inillc of the total population or 
1 per^n In every 25. Of nudes, fil per millc and of bmales 7 per mille 
are literate. Thus, there are n«irly 9 literate males to 1 literate female. Of 
the total number of literate males, over IS per cent, are above 2U years of 
age and 4 per cent, are under 10. Tbe remainbg gS per cent, are distributed 
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between the age periods, 10 to 15, and IS to 20. In the case of females- 
also, the proportion is highest over 20 and lowest under 10. Persons returned 
BS literates under 5, have been excluded, and in calculating proportions, tlie 
popiilntiQii uudftr biia not been tflJceu into accountt • 

114. Considering that there was very poor education even in the ^Ir 
ninetees and that almost all the educational institutioiifl have been established 
within the .lost three decades, tiie figures are neither very insipjificant nor 
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most advanced British 
Provinces of Bengal, 
Bombay and Madras, its 
figure is very near to 
those of the ocigbbouring 
Provinces, viV., tinited 
Provinces of Agra and 
Oudh, Central Provin¬ 
ces and Berar, and the 
Punjab.

115. Both among 
males nnd females, 
the Low-lying divi¬ 
sion comes first in 
literacy, the Plateau 
second and the Hilly 
last, and the order 
is as it should be. 


The Lowiying area, having a greater urban population than the Plateau and 
containing in it the capital <nty of Lashkar, which affordB the greatest faciltty 
for cdutaition in the State, more thou half the number of iituratca is returned 
from this tract alone. The only College in the State is in Lnshbar and out 
of four High English Schools, three are in the Lowiying and in one district, 
the district of Gird Gwalior alone. The Plntenu, in spite of having larger 
number of towns than the Lowiying, provides lesser ednentiooal facilities, 
Ujjain being the only place where n sdraulns to education is given. The 
proportion of literates Is, therefore, lower in the Plateau than in the 
Lowiying area. 

The solitary district of Arajhera in the Hilly section abounds witli Ani* 
misdc races and low tribes and, os was expected, literacy is lowest there. 
Strange it may appear, the proportion of female literates in the Hilly tract 
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ssd the Plntna is the same, but when we oome to know that the females, as 
a class, are illiterate nearly everywhere in the State, the small proportion in 
the Plateau does oot seem to call forth any other explanation. 
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116. Among the districts, Gird Gwalior has the highest proportiocu 
In every T males thefre is one literate in the district. Mandasor ootnea next 
with one literate in every 10 males* It is btoause of Mandcsor having, of all 
districts, the greatest European, Anglo-Indian end Jnio population, the moat 
literate communities, that the proportion of male literates is higher in 
Mandasor than even in rjjain. But in female literacy, Ujjain is ahead of 
Mandaaor. Jain females ore comparatively Ear backward to their moles and 
almost nO the Earopeans and Anglo-Indians, either in the Cantonment or In tlje 
Loco Department of Ximuch, arc single. Conaoqucntly, the proportion of 
literates among feraoles in Mandasor is very low in comparison with moles. 
Close to Mandasor is Dijain with D5 moles and 12 females literate per thousand 
of their population. The figures of other diatricte follow closely to 
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117. Looking to the diatriLmtion by rcHgloti, we find that die gmteat 
amount of literacy ie to be met with among Christians, Purais, und Arya 
Samajiats in order. In every hundred Christians, nearly 81 arn literate. 
Of the males, 83 iier cent, and of the females, nearly 67 per cent, 
satisfy the test of iitenicy. If we ditide ^Chriatians into tivo eJaases, 
European and Anglo-Indian Christians on the one hand, and Indian 
Christians on the other, we find that of the former, only one-tenth, a 
verj* small fraction, is illiterate, while of the latter 52 per cent, or mora 
than Inilf are illiterate. Both sexes are oqually literate among the ICuropain 
aiid .\nglO'Indian Christians; the proportion among the females is nearly 
the some as among males. In the case of Indian Chrisdans, the dtiference 
of proportions between males and females is cxmiparatively wide. For 
55 males claiming literacy among Indian Chrisdans, there are only 42 
females who stand the test. 

As compared to European and Anglo-Indian Chrwtians, the figures 
for literacy of the Indian Chrisdans ore, no doubt, small but oomidering 
that most of the local Indian Christians nre converts from lotv castes of 
the Hindus, literacy among tlic Indian Christians is by far the greater 
than among the Hindu;* and even among the Musalmans and next only 
to Arya Samajists. T have been informed that tlie different Christian 
Missions nre running, within thtir respective field of work, in different 
parts of the State, schools where the converts are given elementary 
education. 

Persia come next in literacy. TJiey are generally a trading dnss here, 
fof which, literacy is an essential requisite, for every three litemto mraoixfi 
there is only one illiterate among the Pareis. Literacy is equally prevalent iu 
Imth the sexes, the percentages being 75 and 74 in males and females 
respectively. 
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bebig the centre of higher etlncation nnd the capita] of the State where 
educated rtiffli from oU ports of India find employment in the Government 
Offices. 

Nest to the city comes the Gird District, with 24S males and 19 
femntca literate in English out of ton tlioiisaud. As Gird is the premier 
district of the State containing not only the capital city of Lashkar but tlie 
nciglibouring towm of Momr where tliere are some gentlemen residents of 
light and leading and are located tlie hcadfiuiirters of the Residency, there 
lire some English and Indian ladies litemte in English b the district. After 
Gird stand in order Mandasor and Ojjain with 99 males, 14 females and 90 
males, 3 females literate in English per ten thousand of the popularion of 
each clnas. In the Britiah Cantonment, Railway Loco Department and'in the 
general Ilailivay Staff at Kimuch, a Pargana of Mandasor, k engaged a 
gooil number of Europeans and Anglo-Indians and so Mandasor has 
Hiirpaosed Ljjain in English literacy though the latter has provision for 
facilities for English education in the town of Uijain. Except Lashtar and 
Mandasor, the proiK>rtion of females, who are ocquaiiited with EngHah, ia so 
stnidl that literacy in English may practically be said to be non-exieting 
among the females of other districts. 


120. Of all the castes, Dakshania and Kayasthas take the benefit of 
English education to tlie greatest extent. It is worth noticing that the 
tradmg castes m which the proportion of literate persons is so high show great 
indifference to EngLsb education. Thus among the Join castes 6 to 9 persons 
are Utomte in English m one thousand of the population, The Moratbas 
show some literacy m English lioth among males nnd females. There ora 3T 
males and 4 females per thousand who are literate in English in them. 
English oducatioo is not as yet wide spread m the State and among die 
femaLas it almost non^exisdug-

The progresB m the general sprend of education can best be gauged by 
looking to the namber of each sex who are literate in the age group 15-20. 
In the whole State, the proportion per mille of literate males aged has 

risen during the decade from 59 to 78 and that of literate females from 4 to 
11, This may be due to the recent openingof more tlum 600 schools of various 
grades during the lost decade ond^the number of pupils rising from 21 000 in 
1911 to more than 43,000 in''‘f92'l; No new iustitution having sprung up 
during the decade ending in 1911, the proportion of mole literates in the age- 
period,. 15-20, was lower b 1911 than in IDOL AH the districts with the 
exception of three, Narwar, Bhilsa and Amihen^ have, in the present Census, 
shown increase in the proportion of literates at this period. As the number of 
spools which existed during tlje decade ending in 191], h not available by 
districts, it cnimot be definitely said whether it is for the dimunition, if any, in 

the number of schools during the katdecade that the proportions in these places 
have decrea^. 

The increase in the number of Uterates is due not only to the opening 
■of a large number of new schools during the last decade bat also to 
the fact Primary Education has'beeu made free by His Highness the 

Maharaja in the whole Slate. The growth of literacy among the Marathas 
in rapid strides is mainly on account of the introduction of free compulsory

123. Languages in these Tables, have been classified in accordance vvitli cw„o»»u,Bof 
the scheme drarvu up by Sir George Grierson. Excluding the unclassified 
gipsy languages, there are five diatinct vernaculars of the State, all coming * 

within the Indo-Aryan Branch of the Indo* European Family with the only 
e3c<^tion of Gondi, which lias undergone such a transformation in contact 
wth the Miilwi dialect of the Rajasthani language that people are not indined 
any longer to reckon it as one belonging to the Dravidiaa Family. So 

pmcbcaUy, the languages of the State fall under two sub^btanchea of the 
Indo*Aryan Brunch:*— 


I The mediate sub< branch, and 
n The inner sub-branch. 

Of the Eastern Hindi, the only dialect, Baghelkhaodi, is proper to the 
State. It comes within the “mediate group” of the above mediate sub- 
branch, while Bhili, Rajasthani, oud Western Hindi all lie under the “central 
group” of the inner sub-branch. Of the lost three languages, there are at 
least fifteen different dialects spoken in different parts of the State and 
perhaps more, if Bhili, Bhibili and Rathavi be reckoned os separate dialects, as 
they are coDsidered to be so both by the speakers themselves and tbe 
people in general. 


Languages not proper to the State have been classified under three broad r 

I Languages of India, 

n Languages of other Asiatic Countries, and 
HI European Languages. 

The Indo-European Family and the Dravidian Family comprise all the 
languages of the above three heads.

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124. To test tlie uccurnicj' of the return we must look to the directions 
fiiven to the eoumcrstors for entry in the Ijuigun^e-column of the Census 
Schedule, The direction wsis to enter “the Innguage whidv each person ordi¬ 
narily usee in hia home." There were sevonil difficulties in obtaining? a correct 
return from this direction, and the difficulties viiried in their nature according 
to the classca of people, villagers or residcuta of big towns, dealt idth in 
enumcratlont In villages, majority of tliu i«opIc do not Imow prcci.^ly what 
their mother-tongue or madri zafum Is. For Ikigheikhancli, the \'arious 
dialects of Eaja&tham and almost all the dialects of Western Hindi, there is 
one popular terns Hindi. In cities and big towns the number of literates 
having a knowledge of their own dialect being comjiumtivcly large, there ivaa 
apparently no probability of wrong return in the language column by the 
oiiumeratora who themselves had also a better idea of the dilTerenc form^ of 
dialects than the viHage eon mem tors. But, most of these people being 
bilingual, mistakes were apt to be (nude in this cnec also by the enumerators 
entering the language in which persons spoke to them instead of that which 
they speak in their familice. These difficulties are common nlmoiit every* 
where tn Nortlicrn India to a great or stnull extent In Gwalior, the difficulty 
of the ennnicrators to distinguiah the tongues is the greater as no language 
is spoken in puritj'. 

125. This is the reason why the tigurc for Hindi has swelled to an 
enormous extent at the cost of other languages. The increase of Hindi 
.‘ipeikera at the present Census is not due to the lower standard of acciimcy 
in the return of lauguuges but i.^ due to the iudusion of the figures of the 
Fcudiitorits, where Hindi is supposed to be the prevalent language. 

Other diidcets in which the number of sijeakers has increased are Bhili, 
KhiduwiuU, Sipari, Sondhi, linlu, and undosiiwl gipsy. Of thu increiuM! of 
speakers of Bhili dialects and tlie non-aryan laiigiiagcB, (Gondt and 
GiiisyJ, it miy be said that the Animistic races using these tongues 
have greatly multiplied during the decude. tJrflii speaking population lias 
more tljnn dnuhkal and Bhilsa hn^ come to occupy at the pre.sen t Census 
the foncuioist place in Urdu wlvile Gird Gwvilior waa the district where it law 
been, till the present Census, chlefiy spoken. The surprising incP(?aso ih tlic 
nnml»er of Urdu-spGikers in Bhilsa is doubtful. Majority of the ngriculturul 
liifiourcrs who imraigrated In large numbers shortly before the Census from 
Bhopal and other btates of Centnd India Agcucy, have, 1 am arpiid, l>een 
returned, on a wrong notion, as Urdu-spcafcerti. 

Nearly 15 thoiiBund persons have been returned as sjjcaking Sipadi 
dialect though there urns not a sidglc tiipiidi-s[K;aker:laat tirue. Thic> may be 
diie to IxiLter understanding by tJicerivnnenitoi'aof tlicdilfereoce of Uiiiguagcs 
than before. The wiipe tmiy be isaid of the increase in the number of 
Khichiwadi and Sondhi speakers, 

Decreo^s in the number of spcaiker^ arc found in Midwi, the language 
of Malwa, Nimadi, Bnndelkliandi, Bhadauri, Hindustani, Jatwari, and 
Kacbhawuhi. Decreases in most of tlieae are vina«»untable. One rejiHon 
seems to k> that most of the districU in which these languagea wore chiedy 
simken in the last time have suffered decrease in impulation.

Ad Mewtiri is n dialect bf Mewar in which a oonaidemble portion 
of the district of Mundosor (Parsnua Gangapur) is situatCj more 
than 80 per cent of the speakers have been returned from tliat district. 
Thus has the number swelled though the Meiviiri .s]}eakiDg iriimignints 
nre uot so large lO number within the boundaries of Gwalior ns it 
lies in Central ludia. Brijbliushu comes next. It is a dialect of Western 
Hindi spoken chiefly in thotse districts of the State which are in the 
vicinitj' of Agra and the Native State of Dholpur where Briibhaslia 
is most prevalent. Some 23 persons have been returned as spcsihing Antarbedi, 
IV bid It Dr- Grierson says, is another name for Brijbhasha hut ta known 
popularly to be a dialect diJfcront from it, Tlic sjienkers of Mnnvnri are 
genenilly merchants scattered throughout the State while Marathi is tiie 
hmguage of the Tilling class and the Diiksluini Bndtmona resident in the State. 
Offiebl work, in some branches of iiilndnistnitioti, e, p,, in the Finance and 
Rca’cniio Dtipartments, is conducted m Miinithi. So Marathi, tliough not 
an indigenous lapgungc, sdll, for practical purposics, occupies an important 
place among tlie iriirious dialects spoken in the Stpte. Of the languages of 
other Asiatic countries, Persiim and Arabic arc the only two tongues found 
in Mse only by a few immigrants most of whom cotac from their native lands 
in Persia and Arabia ta sell the iiierdiandise they carry along with them. 
Among the European languages, tlm number of Portuguese-sjieaking people 
has increased from one in the Inst Census to 2G in the present. It Is probably 
due to more correct return of the language thaiythut of the last Census. 

127. In tlie State, not only arc the aboriginal languages gradually 
being superseded by dominant Aryan tongues, but tlie trilxil dialects (dialects 
of Billb, BhilaliLS,) also are losing ground. Mulwi, the dominant dialect of 
Mulwn, has nearly ousted Goudi. The latter lunguiigc, as it still surdves, 
lias Ixien so tnudi inflmmcefl by Malwt that Gondi is kno^v’n now to he only a 
corrupt form of Mulwi. The (^nds have almost incraiiied three times in 
number during the last decade, but Um flguras for Gondi speakerB, as aeen 
from Subsidiary Table I, are only a little more than double of those in the 
last CenBus, Gondi is yielding place to Mulwi and Bhilsa, the chief place of 
Gondi, has come to occupy the second position in the State as regards the 
strength of the^ Mai wi-speaking pojiuludon. Tlie Bliils, Bhilalas, have more 

than doubled 
in number from 
the la.st Census, 
Some 2,447 
persons out of 

97,417 Bhilu have returned them^lves os Hindus. Supposing these persons 
have abandoned their tribal dialects and have taken to other tongues sudi os 
Hindi or Matwi, the most largely spoken dialects of the State, there remain 
94,070 Bhils, Bhilalas, who are expected to speak their* own dialects. 
But the number of speakers of Bhll dialecto is only o6,969 which ahows 
ilint over and above those (2,447) who have returned themsdves aa Hindus, 
about 38 thousand more Bhils, j. e.^ in all 40,448 have given up their mother 
tongues and adopted otlicr Aryan tongues prevalent in the locality 
(Subsidiary Table 111). 

128. Gwalior is a State where allied tongues are found to exist aide by 
side. These tongues, diatingmshable chiefly by intonations from each other 
arc popularly known by the general name Hindi, though each of them is

The reoson thnt people are loath to give, special tmmea to Baghelfchandi, 
Bundelkhandl, Hindustani, seems to be that they are used to these allied 
tongues and find no ditGcuIty in undcraUading each other in an aasemhlj' 
of speakers of diftereot dialects. With the advance of time, coin muni'. 
cation becoming easier by the spread of KailAvays, etc., the varloaa ehadea of 
differences have been minimised to some extent. The inHuPnoe of education 
is visible in bringing ilifDerent people on the common pktform and thus 
necessitating free exchange of tljought Thus from the different forms 
of Hindi, mutually intelligible, have arisen a colloquial dialect ordinarily 
called Hindi, hut practically very near to Htndustimi, capable of being spoken 
and understood from one corner of the State to tlie other. This dialect is the 
medium of expression in societies and among persons of different districts. It 
is becoming more and more popular with a certain cks-i qf persons. It ta 
neither Sunskritisfid Hindi of the present day, so ardently advocated by the 
lovers of Sanskrit, nor does it wholly approacJi to Urdu but is something 
mediocre lietwecn the two. It is, practically speaking, the lingua franca of the 
State. But there is no rich literature of this common dialect. 

Here, ns in other Provinces, there are two parties on the long'standing 
question of the style of the Hindi Uterature, The class in favour of the 
colloquial Hindi, desires that Hindi should be bereft of words of Sonekrit 
origin, but there is the other party which tries to iutroducc Stmskritised 
Hindi. The Weekly Journal, Jay a ji Pnttep" of LaBhfcar aims at ainking 
this Sanskritised Hindi the language of books and literature and it containa 
articles written in the same llindi. 

In schools, Hindi hooks written in both the styles are prescribed for 
study. 

129. Official language is generally the common colloquial Hindi 
written in Devnngri script. In Courts of Law, legal terms of Arabic end 
Persian origin are of frecpient use, but the script is also Devnagri, Devnagri 
script is almost unlverenlly used in the State,

131, In^rmidea are entered.in column IG of the Enumeration Book, 
The entries, being few and far between, were likely to escape attentioit, if they 
were abstracted along with other entries of the Census Schedule. To obviate 
this risk, the information about infirmities was collected on separate slips and 
sorted by one who waa especially entrusted with this work. 

As on tile previous occasions, only four kinds of mfinnitiee have been 
recorded, rw., Insanity, Deaf-mutistn, Blindness and Leprosy, No such 
record was made in Girallor State before 1901, hence comparison will not be 
t>ossible widi figures of earlier Censuses. 

Ill 1901 very little instructions were issued to enumemtora for recording 
the infirmities and the returns, therefore, were not very accutate. In 1911 
ihjftnitc instructioiiE were issui^ to enumerators and the returns of that 
Cen US were i^pccted to be more reliable than those of 1901. 


Yet it must be admitted at the outset, that infirmity-figures arc lees 
reliable tiuin other Census figures. Enumerators are not men of high 
eiliication and in spite of supervision and instructiona there must have been 
errors of diagnosis. It is difflcult to <lraw tiie line of denuuvntion between 
idi^y and insanity. Cor^t diagnosis of leprosy also is not easy to make. 
It is often confound^ with leucodenna and some other ns tertiary 

syphilis, Deaf-muti&m is particularly difflcult to distinguish. The only 
niidady timt is easy to tell is blindness/ In addition to these difficulties of 
diagnosis there are to be reckoned with the natural tendencies for wQful 
coiicoilmcnt both among the lugh and low in all the four inlirmitiea 
genendly and corrosive leprosy particularly. But caufiea of error and 
im^rtiunty almost remaining the same from Census to Census, the atatietics 
of infirmities of one eensus would give a working basis for tx^mparison for 
aubseiiucnt Censuses.

Insanity. 

There arc various forms or degrees of insanity which even m England it 
has been found difficult to disriugulsh. In India the difficulty is all the more 
great. The figures for insanity, therefore, might include the imbecile, os 
well as those that are insane in the strict sense of the tcm though the 
enumerators were instructed to return only real cases of insanity. 

From the bset table given m the beginning of the Chapter on p^e 83 
it will appear that insanity has increased by 125 i»r <»nt. This may 
represent real increase or may be due to better enumeretionsi but ^ the decade 
being one of economic pressure there is no wonder if insanity has inCTcascd, 

The oomparntive figures of Gwalior and the contiguous provinces and 

India are given in the marginal - 
table. A glance at this will 
show that our figures compare 
well with other iirovinces ex- 
ceptlng Central India, figures 
for which were ad mitt^ by the 
Superintendent to be too low. 

The distribution by districts ie shown in Subsidiary Tabic I and is 
illustrated in the map below;— 
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It appears therefrom that in irmnitj^ Shajapur takes tiie lead showing 
43 males and S6 females per 10^,000, then comes Ujjam, 33 males 30 femoleE* 
Gird shows 23 moles 10 females msane.

The age and aex figures are dealt with in Subsidiary Tables II aud III, 
Sab^diary Table II shows that the Dumber of the insane is greatest at 25*30 
for males and 30-3 5 for females. At 0-5 the male insane are more than 
double of female insane^ but at 40-43 females csceed the males. Of every 
100 insane persons there are nearly 64 males and 36 females. This defidency 
of the female insane may be {Mrdy due to concealment, but it may also be 
due to their freedom from the struggle for existence and intemperance and 
excesses of various kinds.

The insanity curve for the males is anomalous and shows downw'ard 
drops and upward juraps nt sitcoessive age-periods after *20-30*. Its steep 
ascent at oO'fiO indicates that ordinary cases of senile derangement have been 
mixed up with real cases of insanity. The female curve shows a sharp rise 
till the age of 20 and then, the period of puberty and early child-bearing being 
passed, it increases slowly till the age of *50-60', i. after the change of life.

Children of cither sex are comparatively free from this afiliction which is 
also partly due to the fact that insanity develops itself in the prime of j'outh.

133. In l&Il enumerators were Instructed to return only those that 
were deaf and dumb “from birth.” This time the words “from birth” have 
been omitted by the Census Commisaiooer, It was, therefore, anticipated that 
tigures for Deaf-mutism would be higher than in 1911 and this has turned, 
out to be true.

The reverse 
of the expected result can only be explained by supposiDg that good 
many people that suffer from senile defect in advanced ago have been 
entered in the category. This would account for the anomly of the 
cur\'e which instead of coming down goes higher and higher with age- 
periodfj. The 1911 curve which represents deaf'mutism from birth is more 
regular, though the enumeration was not claimed to be very accurate by the 
then Cenaufi ComralsBioners for Gwalior.

1S8. It would appear from the inset table referred to in paragraph 
132 tliat of all the four infirmities only leprosy has decreased, though slightly. 

In instractions the enumcnitonj tvert* only to return corrosive 
leprosy and ignore leucoderma (white leprosy), Errors of diagnosis 
therefore were not likely wry large. Bnt :n this particular malady there 
is greater posstbiQty of wilful concealment both iit the case of mules and 
females. Even the i»oor lepers who would, u decade ago, vvander about

The male carve rises sharp from 20-30 to 40-30. From there it rises still 
more rapidly dll 40-50 age-period, rit then drops from there. From 50-30 
its descent is rather quick. The female curve rises from 10-20 more or les^ 
till 50-60 and then slopes down more rapidly than the male curve. This 
shows that a leper is not a long-lived person. A leper’s life is a comparatively 
short one. According to the estimate of Dcniellesen and Boeck the average 
duration of life from the date of attack is only years for tuberculated

Caste Tribe and Race. 

130. Tlic present Chapter dads with the figiirea in Table XIII and 
th A<M> contained in Subsidiary Tables I and 11 appended at the end of the 
Chapter. 

The statistical infortnation of the strengtli and distribution oE 
Castes, Tribes, and Races of the State is contained in Table XITI which 
gives by districts tlie numerical strength of those castes which are e^flideDtly 
numerous or important »s to represent the main composition of the population 
in its various grades. Subsidiary Table I clasai6es these castes according to 
occupation with which they are traditionally associated and Snbsidinrs' Table 
II which presents only those castes of Hindus and Musalmans whose strengh 
are more than two per mille, compares the figures of the principal oistes to 
the corresponding figures of tlie pteviona censuses. In Subsidiary Table U* 
the figures of the different castes of Brahmans and Rajputs liave been lumped 
and shown against the general designations Brahman, Rajput, etc, Under 
Bania, which is a general term Including castes of Hindu and Jain religions 
both, have also been grouped together the whole strength of that appellation 
and not the population of Hindu Bania only; so also in the case of the tribal 
casteB auch as Bliih, Sahorlns, Minas, etc., part of whose population are Hindus 
imd port Animiats, the whole strength of each tribe has been eshibited combined 
with the Hindu figures- 

131. To obtain a corwet return of the various castes found in the State, 
detoUed instructions on the entry of the real castes in column 8 of the Schedule 
were given to the Census Agency. These instructions were hosed on the 
experience of the previous censuses, the common errors made on those 
occasions having been carefully studied. Inspite of these instructions 
inaccuracies liave occurred in the return of caste which seem to be attributable 
to the want of care on the port of enumeiators to find out the real cuete 
names. Thus, a lorge number of entries have been found under general 
names such as Bmmbmaii, Bania, Rajput instead of under the true caste 
names. These entries were at- first dassified as “unspecified” and show 
separately with the sub-castes of Brahman, Bania, Rajput but at the suggestion 
of the Census Commissioner for India they have been thrown into otbera 
w fakh at first induil ed ca etea of minor importance on! y. ** 0 there,’ ’ thus, include 
not only the figures of the minor and imimportint castes whose strengtli 
are less than 1 per mille but also the returns under general dedgnatiooK. 
Among the mstes of inferior numerical strength lumped in “others,” some 
entries have been found in the territorial names instead of under true caste 
names vk., Bengali Bmhmnn, Madrasi Brahman, etc. But these errors are 
with regarrl to a few outddere in the State, and much weight need not be 
given to them. 

Rigidity of cafte feeling or esduaivenoM is somewhat relaxing with 
the spread of education but there is a growing desire to daim a higher social 
status or religious precedence. Thus, the Kachhwaha Maha Sobha of India 
requested for the entry of some^ ftachhis as Kachhwaha Thakura. The

tion in the list of 1911. A few of them have Ijcen returned in the terri* 
torial names, instances of which tmve already been pointed out. These 
suh*cu5tes arc all of insignificant strength and being foreign to the 
State, ore proctiodly of no importance before^ ibc local castes. So, tlicy 
have been thrown into “others.” Among Kajputs, three names, namely, 
Hui-Hui-Banshi, Gnubim, Pawaiya occur for which there arc no hgures in 
the list of 1911. In addition to the number in the 1911 dist two 
Muhammadan castes, Hammid and Sikligar (the latter’s business is to sharpen 
w'eapons}, have been returned, Besiilea these, among the castes of Hindus, 
returns liavc been fomul under 4 main seixirate caatea for w'hich there were no 
figures in tlic previous Census. Of these, the Goii or Salt'iimkcr w'ith u atrengtii 
of 3,730 and Eoli with 51,190 rank among the imiiortant castes of die State. 
Kolls and Koshds being two iillkd castes, the Kulis, sometinies knoirn as 
Koris, are stated to have been included among l^o^:hti^i in the CenMis of 1911, 
But as the figures for TCoUs and Koshtis of tlie present return being added to¬ 
gether, show ao increase of above G8 thousand from the very small number of 
423 Eoshtis returned in 1911, there is no doubt that tin? majority of Kolis 
and Koahtis were wrongly returned in 1911, There were nine tliou* 
sand Golis in 1901 but not u single GoU was returned in 1911. The 
Hindu Bohres and Konjars arc also accretions in the present list absent 
form the list of 1911, These point to the wrong and in-Bcx:urate returns of 
castes in tlmt Census, As die names returned, this time, tally with those of 
1901 with usual varbtions hero »md there In strcogtli only, there cun be no 
doubt that the present return of names is more near precision and accuracy 
than that of 1911. 

133. In the Subsidinry Table 1, the voi'tous castes iuive been classified 
under 33 main oociipational “groups,” The Table will show that there arc 8 
groups the strength of whicii \‘arles From 125 thousand to above 7 hundred 
thousand. The remaining 25 groups have impuludon ninging lictwccn 
1 thousand and 75 thousand hicLuding a group of small enates dussed under 
the general name of “others”. 

The largest group is tliat of the cultivators which contribute nearly 22 
per cent, of the total population. There are id together 12 castes included in 
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thiii feTOiip of whiclj Kacbliis are the tno«t oameruxisj with u populution ot 168 
thousand. The group of the Leather workers or Chntnare oomos next in 
oumcriail strength, Chamars the only caste in tlie group forming IS per cent, 
of the total population. The next group, namely, the Priest group, con¬ 
sisting of two castes only, Bairagis and Brahmans, gives 10 per cent, of the 
total population of which tlie Brahmans number almost 00 per cent, of the 
group total. The Laud-holders group, which ranks 4th in jioint of 
uumerical importance, has no other tiuia the fiuj'put population. The diSerent 
septa of Kajputs contribute more tliati 240 thousand persons. The 5th group, 
that of Grariers and Dairs'*raen, numbers 213,000 persons of whom 60 per 
cent. ureAhirs, The forest Ml tribes, hunters and fowlers numliering in all 
184 thousand come next in order. There are altogether 9 tribes included in 
the group of wbicli Bliil, Bhilala, ami Sohurk together form nearly $2 per 
cent, of the group total. Within the group, Bagri shews some figures next 
to the three tribes stated above; the strength of other triliea is practicAlly nil. 
The V^illagc Watchmen and menkla come 7th in point of strength, there 
bring 133 thousand persons. Bahus form the majority in tlie group 
contributing 91 per cent of the group population. Th> group of traders 
and Pedlers numbering 125 thousand mostly oonskt of imrioua Bank coates. 
Then come all those groups of smaller strength such a® Weavers, Carpenters, 
Potten? or Komhars, Oil-pressers or Telis, Bxirbers or Koie, Fishermen, 
Boatmen and Paknquin bearers, Lohors, Writers, Sweepers or Bhangis, Gold 
and Silver smiths or Sonars, etc., in order. Lastly follows the group of 
‘‘other*” under which are classed persons of casteless religioos such as 
Cliriatkiis, Aryas, Sikhs, Parsis, BudhisU, Jews, various castes of minor 
importance of Hindus and Ma=wilmans and all those tribes and castes which 
have no fixoil occupatiou numheriug in all 206 tlioueond persona. 
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134, Frointlic Subsidiary Table 11, it will be (seen that most of 
the high awtea arc decident eaiicckllj’' those of the Hindus- The Brahmans 
have decrciused by 7*3 per cent,, the Rajputs i>y 14'6 and the Kasmstbaa 
by 15'3 per cent. Of the Brahmiuis, Bhugor, SHnadhya, Sarwiiria und 
Sri-gnud show the greatest fall Among the Kajputs, abnoniml decreuse 
is found in the three septs, Sendhofl, Ponwnr and Parihor. Of the Banioa 
whleh show a decrease of 3'7 per cent., the Jain Bank population remoinR 
stationary, it is the Hindu Banks who have decrcascil in number. The Bairagi 
which draws population from all caste®, ehoivs an increusc of 74*4 
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per cent, tliin tiiiie fftini the ijpevious .Censuses, In the lower cluss, 
witli the exceptions of Ajna, hlmtik, Rawat and Sutnr which show an 
appreciable decline, otlier castes have more or lesa increased during the 
decade. 0£ the low castes g£ high strength such aa Chaniais, Kachhis, 
Balais, Kolia and Send bias, BuJais liave the highest increase^ the figures 
rbshig from 17 thousand in 13 U to the incredibly high figure of 121 
thousanti. In 1901, there were over 70 thousand Baltiis, the number fell 
down to 40 in 1911 and again in the present Census it bis abnormally 
increased. The unaccouutabie rapid fall in 1911 leads us to suapoct the 
accuracy of the returns of tliat Census. Of the castes of minor strength 
of the low clasaca, Banjaras, thiij time, give an increase of 23H per mille, 
Basors show gradual increase from 1901, Banjaras were confined to 
Malwu and Isagarb in 1901, but they are now found all over the State. 


The Animistic races Bbih Bhilala, Kirar and Mina etc. have multiplied 
greatly during tJie decade. The number of Animists who have been 
returned as Hindus ia less than that of 1911. Of the 231 Kunjnrs returned 
at the present Census nearly l.'iO arc reported to be in the Lashkar Jidl, 
They are a criminal tribe of vagrant habits. Of the same' class of tribes 
Moghia, Khangiir, Bagri, Sansi etc., are found in the return of every Cen»u.s. 

Among the Mnbamadans, Shaikh, Pinjara and Bohra show some 
increase. Mewatis, a good meny of whom are employed in the Scindhia 
Army, show ii decMsifle of 1 thousand. 


The Saiyads riimain stationary but the Pathans, also a high elass 
Muluimadan, have decreased slightly,

The marginal table ahows t he strength of the castes which may be 

considered to belong to the cate 
gory of Depressed Classes ” 
in the Gwalior State. It is 
very difiScult to say who 
should come under the Depres* 
Bed Classes. In the Hindu 
hierarchy of caste their is no 
such expression, as Depressed 
Class. The term originated 
with the social reformers, 
The list hoa been framed on 
the basis of current notion 
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among high daas UiDdus and includes a me^lley of castes which are regarded 
dcpre.‘‘sed on account of their having no opportunities to improve their 
material and mond condition or to rise in the sodol estimation of the public, 
lu Gwalior, the total strength of the Depressed Classes, in thia seuse^ is more 
than 1 milliaii or about J/3rd of the total population. Education which 
alone can raise ospiradoDS and a desire for a higher status in society is almost 
nil among tliese [icopte. They are quite content with their lot and take it as 
a Divine dispensation whicii on one can alter. Hence, tliere is no Depressed 
Class Movement here as there is in eomc jairts of British India. Thera is no 
objec^tion, liowcver, in the .State, to the admission of low caste children, 
excepting Mehtars, into the Schools that generally exist for Itigh castes. 
Some years age a separate School for Depressed Classes was started at 
Lashkar but it ilicd on occcoimt of very poor attendance. Recently its name 
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him boco cJifitiijed but it yut udajitH nnd has on th^ roll soTOe KoI! uud 
Chaniar boys sitting side by side with Brahmua and Buniu boya. 


The list, as will appear, eontaius an the one band, the untouchable 
Blmngi and on the other, ICalmr, Bboi^ Kachbi etc-, whose water is taken by 
all the twice^born castes except some sects o£ orthodox Brahmans* Pollu¬ 
tion by proximity is‘unknown in the State, as lias alremly been mentioned 
in the Chapter on lleligiou. That by touch applies only as regards Mehtars, 
Ohatnara and Balais. 
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136. The aboriginal 
tribes of the State have bei‘n 
dealt with in the Chapter on 
Religion.

137. Central India was once known in history to be the resort o£ wiintnal 
tribes* But many of these have now adopted settled life and taken to peace¬ 
ful aroentiona. Yet there are some tribes, Moghias, Bagris, Sanais, Kanjors, 
Khangars and Sondhins in all 93,782 strong which are supposed even now to 
‘ live upon the community Tlie Durbar liiive institutfid an enquiry to settle 
which tribes should be regarded as, ** Criminal Tribes ** in the btnte. But 
at present Moghuis anil Bagris arejJie two proclnimed criminal tribes. For 
them, u School has been start^ by the State in the Moghia Colony 
at Mirkabftd (near Munguoli) in the diatrict of Isagarh where along with 
ordimiry courses of primary educatiorj given to tlie boys and guds, music 
is olfiO taught with a view to appeal to their good sense. In short, every 
effort is being made by the State to turn the Moghias and Bagria to useful 

citmens.

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CHAPTER ..XIL— OOCUPATION. 


The infonimtiona about Stories in the State Arc contiiined in Table 
XXn and the Induetrial Subsidiary Tables, ciglit in number. 

Table XXII is divided into aa many as seven parts. Fart I gives ^ 
State summary of induBtrinl stotiaS©. Part 11 csbilwts the distribution of 
industries by districts. 

Part in eliiijsifies the Induatrinl Establishments according to tlie class of 
Onmcrs and Managers. 

Part IV shows the caste or race and birthplace of stilled work-men 
classified according to their industry and occup<ition. 

Part V gives the caste or race nod birthplace of unskilled blwurers 
classified according to the industry m which they are working. 

In Part VI is to be found the description of the power used in Industries 
whether Steam, Oil, Goa or Electricity. In the case of dcctric power it gives a 
further information whether electricity is generated in the premises or not. 

Part V^ll shows the number of looms in use in the textile establishments. 

The Industrial Subsidiary Tables give the statistics of Industries in a 
more concise and broader form. They deal mainly with the figures of those 
industries where 20 or more persons ore employed. 

140. The system of dnssification of occupations adopted in the present 
Census m foundwl tipon the same sdieme of Mr. BertiUion, the haid of the 
Statistical Biireiu of Paris, which was taken in a modified form in tlie Census 
of 1911 and adapted to the requirementa of the Indian Census. No radical change 
has been made on the present oocasiou in the form of 19U, only u, few of the 
groups ((*. <■., textile groupe and grotipa of labourers) have been sub-divided 
so us to give greater detail without destroying the comparative totals. In tfie 
present system there ace four main classes, 12 sub-classes, 56 orders and 191 
groups. A, few of the orders and groups have been split up into two or mom 
to exhibit separately the figures of some of the minor occtipations or aggregate 
of occupations which have some local interest or importance. One order has 
been adikd to the number of 1911 under which are grouped together all those 
persons whose industries are non-productive and cannot be chissified in any 
of the unproductive groups of the list. 

The occupational entries have been, in nil Ceafluses, a source of puzzle to 
the enuraerotors and the occurrence of incorrect retumB, in spite of great 
caution and complete instructions, conld never have been avoided. To obviate 
os far ns possible, the inaecumte and incomplete entries in columns 9,10 iiud 11 * 
the enumerators were not only auffidently instructed but were also teated 
by examination to dicit true and correct returns. They were specially 
nd-iised not to write snob vague terms as ‘Mazdiui,* ‘Nanbri* or ‘Dukandari’ 
but to enter the exact kind of labour or service an<t naturi; of the goods sold 
Where a man Iina two occupations, the prindpal one or the one cn which 
he rcUes most and from which he obtams die major part of Ms income was to 
be entered as his principal occupation in column 0. Only one subsidiary 
oa-upatioD, the important one, wna told to be entered in column 10. Depeodauta 
were to be entered in oolnmn 11 under the occupation of tlie prindpni 
worker*

Blit nociirutc returns of ooeopation are too much to expect and notwitii- 
titauduig elaborate mstruedons, strict supervision and checking, oiistokca, 
which the enumerators are apt to commit in occupation columns, though 
fewer this time, have been found in the schedules here and there. 

Most of the errors fotmil were due to wont of precision aud oompletoncBS 
of returns. Thus, simplyi the word ‘Overseer,* in oolutim U doeit not dia- 
tinguLsh whether the person is an Irrigation Overseer or a P. W, D. Overseer. 
Similarly 'Dukandarl,' ‘Snudagiri' fail to describe the kind of articles in which 
the persons deal. The ambiguous terms ‘Coolie,* ‘Contractor’ and ‘Ifaukri* 
though mre wete not altofiethcr absent from the schedules of the present 
Census. The words ‘Naukri Fauji’ should liave been suppIeTOcnted by 
another term to indicate whether the person ia in the State or in the j Imperial 
Service Troops, 

Another close of error was due to conceilment of the principal avocation 
on the port of the persons cuumernted. Thus, many of those persons, locally 
tenued os Joshis, live practically on begging but as all of them have returned 
themselves us astrologers, tliey have gone under Group 179 instead of 189, 
meant for Ijeg^irs, eti^f to which at least some of them certainly belong. 

Kntrica of peculiar occupations such as ‘Kauiarferna* or earriers of water 
from tlw Gimges w'cro not only incorrect as these works occupy but a small 
portion of the time, during the year, of those returned as sud), but also a 
source of ijcrplexity in the matter of classification. There were no other 
errors of u serious nature except those committed in some moot ix)ints ttnd tliose 
common errors to which many of the euuraeratorfl are subject. The standard 
of act’ll nicy attninetl by the enumemtora at this Census seems to be in advance 
of that b the previous one and the figures, with a little allowanet, may Ijc 
accepted tt.s correct and reliable. The slip copyists copied whatever were 
in the schedules under the general superviBion of the Tabubtion Superin¬ 
tendent. In the process of sorting, schedules n'cre referred to whenever luiy 
unmtelligiblti entry appeared.

The note, containing die imporbmt principles to be followed InolaBsify- 
ing the detailed occupotione and on alpbabcticnl index of occupations 
ivitb group number attuebed to each, sent by the Census Commissioner for 
Indio, was of much value in the matter of classification. The difficulties 
arLeing from the sepomtiou of manufacture and trade have been surmounted 
easily this time with the help of the note. In the cosy of vague entrios sucli 
us nmfeers of Ijonglcs, weavers, clossificutioiis liave Wen made according to die 
condidons prevailing in dm localitj' from whicli the entries came. Thus, 
Bangle-nuikers in the district of Miindasor have oH been classiKed in Group 
No, 53—(makers ot glass bangles, etc.) as, of die two kinds of bangles, liic and 
gloss manufactured in the State, .Mumlasor deals exclusively in glass bangloj. 
Indefinite return as Overseer from die Parganas where dierc i» no Irrisadon 
work has been dirown in Group III, there being two classes of Overseers in 
the Stote. Irrigation and Uoiids and Buildings Overseers, Unspecified and 
ambiguous entries such as contractor, coolie, etc., whose suitable diissificution 
seemed to be Impossible have been placed in the different groupii of 
order 53. '

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6fi per cent, are dciiendant on *'Pasture and Agriculture** of which pusture or 
Raising of farm-stock*' supports only one per eent. The remniiaiug 34 per cent, 
arc engaged in all other occupation a combined. Tlie prepsi radon and supply 
of material substances affonls a tuesiis of livelihoorl to 17 per cent, of the 
total population of whom U per cent, are employo<l in various industries, 
‘5 per ccait. onlj’^ in transport and 5'3 per cent, in tmde. Of the 11 per 
cent, of the total population employed in industries nearly 2 tier cent, ore 
in textile, 1 per cent in wood, 1 per cent, in ceramics and 3 per cent, in 
indiiatries of dress and toilet. About 4 per cent, are in ^Public Administration 
and lilienil arts* and 13 pt^r cent, in mii^^ellnncous occupations consisting of 
^Domestic Service,’ ‘Insufficiently described oocupation* and ‘Unproductive 
professions,* etc. 

If we comtmre the general distribution with that of 1911, we find some 
notable variations in tlie ]>roi>urtions of the population engaged in variuti s 
occui^aticins. Thus, there has bia'ii an increase in the proportion of population 
eugagCHi in Posture and Agriculture froti] ti,SQ9 to 9,645, im increase in the 
l>iv>Iiortiou of exploiters of min end n front 3 to 5, on appreciable decrease in 
the I III tuber occupied in textile iudiistries, trade in ineUd, trade in food*s tuffs, 
pixircHsioiiH and liberal arts; but the essential featnues of the distribution of 
employment have not altered. The importiint difference in the proportions 
lieLweeti the two Censuses will be discussed hereafter. 


113. Turniug to the Nutund Divtsions, the Hilly tract shows the highest

The tfOwlying oontaining the premier Diintrict Ginl, luwthe hlght^^t pt’rtnentage 
in profesdon and UlxinJ art^. Trade and trttUBiwrt occupy tlie euiue 
proportion in the Lowlying iircaand the Plateau, The industries employ the 
highest proportion in the Plateau. 

144. The Eimctioiml distribution by religion is shown in Table XX. 
In the case of Hindus and Animists the proportion engaged in agricultural 
pursuits 18 higher than that of the State but as regards Miiharomedouji, Jains, 
Christians, etc,, it is far below the average. Of the Animists, the proportion 
which follows non-agriculturol pursuits is only 2S per cent, or 3 per cent., if we 
omit persona whose occupations fall under the head “luiscdlancone.” 0£ the 
5, one is engaged in Industry, 3, in Trade and nearly I, in the Army. As 
‘pasture and agriculture* is the occupation of the Animists, so is tnich- the 
calling of the Jains. More than 72 per cent, Jains arc en^ged In trade alone. 
Pasture and Agriculture oonCains 13 per cent.. Industry o percent, and Public 
iKlministmtiori and liberal arts, a few. The Miihommedans of the Smte are 
more fairly distributed over the different kinds o£ occupation than the people 
of other rdigions. They take more to industry, trade, military sen’ice and 
the professions than tlie Hindus. Of the Hindus, 11 per cent, ure in 
industries, 4 per cent, in trade and only 3 per cent, in public administretion 
and liberal arts. Majority of tlw Cliristians are in the army and professions, 
Some are in tnide and commerce but hi agriculture there is almost none. 

145. Subsidiary Table \TU will show the extent to which the main castes 
still follow their traditional occupation. It is worth notidng that some 
of the highest and best known aistcs have almost completely abandoned their 
traditional occupitions. Thus more tliun frds of the Bmbuians and fths of 
the Rajputs have taken to agriciiltund purauits. There are variations in the 
extent to which the V'nrious fiub*cu8tcs of Rrahmaus follow their original 
occupsitioD. One-fourth of tlie Duksliani Rrahmans are atid priests and very 
few of them are in connection ivitli ijosture and agriculture, while most of the 
Siumdhya Bmbmans ure agriculturists. Compared to Bmhmans, Mnrathas nod 
Rajputs, the Kayasthosare yet faithful to their occupation. Forty-two |>erocnt. 
of them are writers. Marathas, who are by traditioii soldiers, are distributed 
over various kinds of occupation and can, under the present dreainstftncea,‘np 
longer claim the military calling to be their principul means of subsistence. 
The Jain trading caste and the Hindu Vaisbyas, on the other hand, still 
adhere to their occupation. About ^rds of the Hindu \*aishyaa have 
been returned as traders, while Jains in the htate are either traders or persons 
living on their own income. But the castes whose traditional occupation is 
dgriculture have scoreely deserted it for other means of livelihood. Tliut*, 
almost all the Ajims and luoat of tlie Animists tire dependant on agriculture, 
Some of the Hindu Bhils and u number of Stthiirias have been returned as 
ordinary lubourew. it is notioeahle that agriculture has drawn away most 
of the low clnssea who ImVe ubaudonwl their truditioiud callings. Half the 
number of Chamors ond Tells are cultivators or Held laboupcrs. Cbaiuar.-t m 
Gwalior seldom follow their original occupation. Quite ii number of them 
Work as masons. ‘Whatever Buropeftiis and Anglo-Indians tli^.re are in the 
State, are either in the Army or in the Public Admioistratton. 

146. Before proreeding to deal with the occujiatlcin under each sub-class 
in detail, it fa necessary to state that eomparfaon of the figures of the jiresfut

CeDsus xvith those of 1901 nnd 1011 Ms Mea rendered diflicalt end some 
times irupossible owing to the present figtires being incl'ieivo of the returns 
from the Feudatory Illstatea which now form an ineeparablc part of the parent 
State. In the Subsidbry Table YU upiwnded at tlie end of the Chapter, 
oompanaou lias been made on the actual, unadjusted Hgiires of each Genautt. So 
it ia not safe to accept the dgurea for the t>croentnge of variation, given in 
columns 5 and 6 of the Tables,as representing in all cases tim actnai state. In the 
majority of cases, proportionate figures will be taken for comiMvriaon though 
at times the oompamtive figures will be referred to in tlioee occupations to 
which the feudatories con tribute but very little. For the treatment below, 
the tables for reference princtpaliy are, Subsidiary Tables I, IV\ V, and VII. 

H7, “Ordinary cultivation” supports nearly 65 jier cent, of the total 
IKipuiation. Of tlie 65 per cent., 3 per cent only are landlords, nearly M per 
cent ordinary cultivators and 8 per cent are farm servants and field labourers. 

There are some agents or managers of landed estates, etc., but their 
number is very small. AgrieuJtural population which chiefly representa the 
cultivating class has been increasing since 1901 and this is certainly a hopeful 
sign. The proportion of cultivators to the total population was only 44 per 
cent in 1911 and in 1901 it was still lower. 

The percentage of landlords has also increased from 1911, in which 
Censua there was a large fall in this group from tiie previous figure of 1901. 
Though tlie present figure is inclusive of feudatories it shows a duninution 
of 19 per cent in the land-holders group from 1901. The high figure of the 
latter Census was due to many cultivtitors with snudl holdings ha>'ing been 
rctumed as “rent receivers” or landlords. 

A large decrease from 1911 is seen in the group of farm servants and 
field lalmurcrs. The reason is, that the last decade being one of great eco¬ 
nomic strain, many of the field labutircrs have migrated to towns and. 
centres of trade and industry wlierc owing to the rise of wages they iHLrn 
more as labourers tlian as field-servants. As the vast cultiiniblc land of the 
State, in order to be utilized, arc Ming leased out for cultiviition For definite 
terms of years, some of these field labourers nniy have thought mote profitable 
to take leases or sub-lcasea on nomiiial rents for tiicmaelvcs than to work in 
the field of othera. 

14S. Since the reservation of tlie Forest tracts prior to 1911 by tile State, 
there has been a gradual fall in die number of wood-cutters, etc. A new return 
of 237 per( 3 ona unler Group 10 of Inc collectors suggests that the businesa of 
lac, which has ev-ery future in a State like Gwalior, one-ninth of whose area is 
covered with forest, Ms licen taken up liy some persona. 

149, Only 1 per cent, of the total population has returneii raising of farm 
stock as the principol occupation. The Group LI of cattle and Uuffalo breederss 
and keepers, does not seem to represent correct figures as some of the large 
catde breeders are also cultivators and it might not be easy for them to say 
which brought the maximum income. A considerable decline is seen in the 
number engaged in taisirrg animals sinoe 11>01 and it is tiiorc so when we 
consider that the present figure in indoaive of the feuilatoties. 

150. Only 1,622 persons have been returned as employed in the exploita¬ 
tion of minerals. The Slate has numerous and extensive deposits of building 
stones and lime‘Stones, Both those doposita occur almost in every district. 
In addition to these there are quarries of reil ochre und yellovv ochre and 
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chutic. Work in quurrics is one of tho ootnmon siibstdinry occupationit of 
cultivtitors. Over and above tlic 39C jimons whose nmiii ooenpntion i» work 
in hard rocks there seem to be employed n multitude of people in the quarries. 
Some of thorn whose principal occupation is exploitation in quarries of hard 
roeb might have been I'oturucil under Stone cutters, etc. (Group 87 ). 

A Miniog Department has recently been started with a Mtnemiogictil 
expert at the liead. It is now thin tm attempt will be made to secure an 
moome for the Government from tlie vast mineral resources of the State. 

Subsidiary Table IV gives occupation with which agriculture is com- 
bmed os a subsidiary means of livelihood and Subsidiary Table V gives under 
a few mam hesds the detail of the siibsidiiiry oecajMitionB followed by the 
landlords, rent-payers and farm Be^^*ants and iield*lnbourers (whose principal 
occupation m ngrtculturej. In the above two tables the figures fop the actual

In the 
case of I per cent, this seoon<Iary means of livelihood was also either agri- 
cultnrc or posture^ while in the (Ase of remaining 2 it was non-agricultuml, 
Leather-work and general labour are the iiukin subsidliLry non-agricultural 
occupations of the farm servants and field lalmurers, 

153, Industry supports 11 percent, of the total pr>pulation and shows a de* 
cren.se of more than £ per cent, from 19M, » much higher fall than the percent¬ 
age of decrease in the total population. 

The marginal table will show tlmt the industries of Te^e and ^Dre^and 

toilet,* the hvo most im|ior^ 
tnnt industries, have suffered 
the greatest decrease. h)ucb 
decade sees the establish- 
ment of one or other kind of 
the textile industries on a 
large scale and the old 
cottage industries of weavers 
are dying out in the face of 
factories and mill-made 
goods, both foreign and local, 
which dump the market. 
Of the whole population 
£■-1 percent, were engaged iu 
the textile ivork in 1911; 
tlie percentage lias Uiis time diimmslied to 1'7.

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The Textile Cottage Industry of Cliandcri (a Tappa Tahsil in the districtof 
Tsogurh) was once noted tliroiighout India for the spianingof the finest fabrics 
by load Kolis and Mcmans by their ovrn indigenous method and weaving 
of both cotton and silk clothe of tlu* most delicate texture which human 
skill and human art can conceive of. Tlie veatige of the past glory of 
tide industry is still to be found in the products of the Weaving Institute* 
started and maintamed by Bia Highness the Midiamjn. Fine yarns of Very 
high coimt ( 160, ISO, etc, ) are now indented from England or France 
ami Sarica, Pogria, Doiaittae, fccrchieves, etc , arc not only wovep but bleached, 
dyed and embroidered with gold tUreudd in the said Institute. Besides the 
Institute, tiicre are also a handlul of Kolis and Memons w ho still follow, in 
tlicir homes, their tniditional occupation of weaving. 

Silk'^veaving which 'vua unoe a profitable occupation itself ia no 
longer taken up by the weavers of Chandcri as the only means of 
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liveSbood but IS rlone se a 9ubsidbr^^ occupation mth cotton weaving. It is 
becttnse of this tiiat no tiepamto vctam as silk wetivers bas been nuide 
this time. Those who occasionalIjr weave silk, according to the demand, 
have been retaroed as cotton weavers, cotton > weaving being thdr mnin 
oocapation. Thus silk-weaving, as a diatinct occupation, hits no existence 
in the State and the famous silk industry of Chondcri has dwindled down. 
Factory statistics show that 117 persons arc employed tu Cotton Guming 
and Pressing factories and 1,811 persons in Cotton Spinning and 
Weaving factories, which give in all nearly 12,000 persona as engaged 
in Cotton Eactoiies. Though tlic figure is yet small as comiwred witii 
the total number engaged in the Cotton industries (nearly 45,000 persons) 
tliere is no doubt that many home weavers, no longer finding it profitable to 
carry on tlieir business in small scale, are'nbandoning their original ooeupations. 
Every group under textile shows decline more or less. Weaving of woollen 
blankets ond Dyeing and Bleaching of textile, which were two profitable 
occupations in the past also show a dJmunition in the number of persons 
foliow'ing them. 

154. The proportion of persons engaged in this industry has had a rapid 
rise during the decade. It supports more than 28,000 souls. The State 
maintains a weli-e<iuipped Leather Factory and Tannery. The Tannery is 
fitted with modem, up-to-date machinery and the work of tanning is 
oondacted in the latest scientific process. 

155. It is one of the most important industries and supports no less than 
nearly 35 thousand persons. An increase in the number of those occupied 
in this industry is continuous since 1901- 

156. Of the increase of actual workers in the Metal Industry from the 
proportion of 24 to 36, the greatest increase is found in Groups 49 and 50 
(workers in copper, brass and other metals except prccioua ones). Makera of 
arms and guns also show a rise. 

157. Ceramics support 29,000 or 1 per cent, of the total population, 
more than 26,000 of whom are potters. The decrease smee 1911 in the 
number engaged in ceramics aa shown in Subsidiary Table VII is very 
doubtful and is prohabJy due to wrong ckssification in 1911. The Pottery Works 
in Lasbkur, the first of its kind in India where crockery is turned out, never 
engaged so many as 31,000 persons (the return of 1911)* The present figure 
119 aeema to be a poasihie number cmploj’ed in it. 

158. Of the 8,000 persons supported by this Industry more than 5,000 arc 
engagetl in refining vegetable oik, the oll-preasers falling under thk head. The 
acent and perfume oellcra have increased but a great dimunitiou has taken 

in the number of refiners of vegetable oils, 

159. Flour-griodera (2,449) and Sweetnieat-niakcra (5,108) are the two 
numerically strong groups in the Food industries of the State. The number 
of actual workers engaged in Breweries and Digtillcriea has declined from 
138 in 1911 to 88 in the present return. Manufacturers of tobacco, opium 
and Ganja have also considerably fallen since 1901. 

160. The returns of 1911 under these industries are also very doubtful. 
If the figures of 1911 were right, tailors, ahoo-makera, etc., would immcnBefy 
decrease in nuSlber, whicli is contrary to expectation, 

Ifil. Sonic 251 persons have Ijeen returned for the first time in tins 
in Group H3 of Oabinct-makere, Catriage-iiainters, ete. 
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162, Some 13^420 porsons are engaged in till a mdustry. Some of thoi»e, 
employed in quaniea of h&Fd*rod(if may iatve Iteen clatMiificd an etone cutters 
and dresaera (under Group 87). 

168, The rctorn under Siib-ckss IV' (Transport) is of doubtful accuracy, 
Tbe figures obtained from the- Irrigation and Postal Deportments do not tally 
a'itb those In the oocupotional tables compiled from the ordinary schcdulea of 
the Enumerators. VV'orks are being done in connection with quite a number 
of Irrigation schemes laid out by the Darbar. AUogeiber 2,500 persons liavc 
been reported to be in the Irrigation Works of the State, Of these more 
than 500 are serTunts of the State and nearly 2,000 including coolies arc 
contractors and their cmployeea, 

Tbe Postal, Telegraphic and Telephone Dei>artmcnt9 return shows that 
1,880 persons, in all, are engaged in the three departmenta in tbe State. £x* 
eluding 116 persons employed in the signalling establishment all of whom 
nre Railway serrants and shown sepamtdy with the Railway figures and 68 
and 155 persons in the Postal and Telegraphic Departments respectively w'ho 
w'ork in addition to other more important duties as School masters or Railway 
Station masters and returned under those heads, there remain 1,046 persons 
engaged in the departments who ought to have been classified under the bead 
Post Office, Telegraph and Telephone services (Order 28). 

Hence 415 persons sbowm engaged in the Post offices, etc., do not 
represent the actual fact. The 1811 figure also seems to be unreliable. 
In epite of omissions of this nature tbe figure for tnmaport shows an increase 
from 12,000 in 1911 to more than 18,000 in the present Census. Tbe 
greatest increases ore found under * Transport by road' and * TraQBp6rt 
by raih^ Under Group 113 {persons excluding serrants connected with 
mechanically driven vehicles) 744 persons have been returned for the first 
time in the present Census. 

164. Of the 177,000 persons supported by Trade more than 82,000 
or nearly half are traders in food-stufia. increases ore seen under the beads, 
‘Bank eatublishmeuts of credit, exchange and insurance,' and 'Brokerage, 
commission and export' as due to the order of tbe day. Itinerant traders, 
pedlars, hawkers, etc., have also risen considerably during the decade. 

165. About 23,000 persons are in the Military service, 1,600 being in 
the Imperial service troops. 

166. In the various groups of Public administration, there are nearly 
38,000 persons of which more than 31,000 are State servants and only 68 are, 
chiefs and their famuies. 

167. The professions employ nearly 41,000 persons. Religion has 
suffered a decrease but Law, Medicine and Instruction each shows an increase 
in tbe number engaged. The decline under tbe head Letters and Arts and 
Sciences is unaccountable. 

168. The proportion of persons In this class has risen from 12 in 1911 
to 14 in tbe present Census per 10,000. 

169. There baa been a decrease in the numtjcr of those occupied in 
domestic service as might be expected. The rise of wages and the different 
avenues of employment open to the workers are responsible for this. 

170. The high number classified under' this order is due to tbe fact that 
many returned their occupations in such inilefinite terms that their suitable 
classificatioii vras out of the question. Of the 272,000 under this head, 245,000 
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are'laboarerdi L9,0(l0 Cuithbrii., Aocouacants, Book-ketpers, Clcrkti, ete.» and 
tiear4* 7,000 ure munubicturprs, businegs-meDi etc* 

.174 The cun tin uous decrease since 1001 in beggars, s’ugratib, prosti' 
tutes tuid other non-productive OLViupiitioae (sub—Table VII) is a good sign, 

1(2* lu every 100 pereous, there are til workers and 39 deptmdants in 
the State as a whole. 

In ^Pasture and Aj^culture' the propordori comes to 07 workers and 33 
dependants* In the Lowlying division, the proportion returned in *AgricuI- 
cure' is higher than the average by 3 In the case o£ dependants. In the 
Plateau, it ia equal to the State average but in the Hilly tract the proportion 
of dependants is much tower than the general average, there being only 27 
dependants against 73 actual ;^‘orkers« In ^Fishing and hunting' there 
are os many workers as dependants but in the * Exploitation of mincraJs' 
the proportion of workers to dependants is nearly the same as is in the 

general population*

In every 100 pemas Eupported by iadustriee, there are^ in the State 

as a whole, 51 workers 
nnd 49 [depeadaate. 
But the proportion of 
actual workers is larger 
than this averoge 
in the industries noted 
in the margin. Subsi¬ 
diary Table I will 
show tluit with the 
exception of Textile 
Industryj the nomber 
of persons engaged 
in each of these is 
smaller than in other popular iin^uatries such fis Dress and Toilet, Hide 
and Skins, Ceramics, Wood, etc. In aome of these sudi as "Production 
iind transmifision of pbysiml forces/ Furniture, Chemical products, ete., 
hardly one person-is supported out of 10,000 of the total population. 
In furniture*inakli!ig, a new indufitry in the State, there are only 43 
dependants m against 57 actual worker 

In the Lowlying area the proportion of dependants in industries is 3 
less than the general average on the total population, but in the Plateau 
and Hilly tracts it exceeds the average. 

The nunibor of actual workers to dependants iu 100 pensons is almost 
the same in coinmerce and professions in the State as s whole, the proportion 
being 47 workers to 53 dependants* There i& slight diSerenoe only in the 
ratios of the two natural divisions—the Lowlying and the PinteMi, The 
proportion of dependants in the Hilly tract, in oocupationB other thun agricul- 
turali is always greater than in the other two divisions. In eommeroe, the 
Lowlying has as many dependants as actual workers but in the Plateau 
the proportion of dependants is larger by 3 than that in the former. In the 
ProfessionB, on the other hand, the Plateau division lias leaser dependant? 
than the-Lowdying by 1 iu 100 persons supported in eaclxcase. 
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Tbc lowest proportion o{ deitendttnts, us might ije expected, is found lit 
Unproductive, Insuffi<deutly described and other misoellancoiis kinds «f 
occupndone. 

173, In the State as a whole, amoDgat 100 actual workers more than 
tfl’o-thirds (72 per cent.) are males and less than Jrd (28 per cent,) are 
feinalee (Sabsidiary Table VI). 

There arc some occupations in which women have a monopoly while 
in others they work as helpers to moles. Thus, in 6eld labour, wood-cutting, 
cotton-spinning, rope and other fibre making, wool-carding and spmoing, 
hotter, cheese and Gbcc-inaking, baking and biscult-mafcmg, famKles are 
vtry much in excess of males. Whlhf in other oGcupotiona such as tliose 
connected with fuel, washing and cleaning, sweeping, labour in connection 
with railways. Irrigation Works, and some food industries the number of 
women workers engaged in each is not small. 


Pnetory Statistics. 

174. The last decade has seen the inauguration of some industriefl within 
the State, still there are few, as yet, to speak of. in the previous Cenausca, 
no information was collected sepamtely on Indus trial Schedules of the 
Oimers, Managers, Supervision Staff and Operatives, The general schedule 
used did not distinguish between workers in factories and those engaged 
in home induBtries and that between Managers, Supervisors and other 
employees. Thus, HO estimate can be made of the progress in iadufitrial 
flcrebpmcnt during the decade. Neither it would have been profitable 
to do so consideriDg that the era of industrial movement conducted on the 
modern economic basis lias hut just commenced. The State is known to 
1>c endowed with rich and abundant resourcee in agriculture^ forests and 
minerals but os little has, so fur, been done to exploit those pewjUPCes 
and turn them to our use, it is premature to condude anything from the 
exist iti g facts nud figures. It will be for the future statistician and the superin- 
tendeui to judge of tire progress made, suggest the particular industrfes to 
the development of which we should restrict ourselves and indicate lines 
on which our industrial moveaiont should be conducted. 

175, According to the Crinsus definition of factory, which refers only to 
those concerns in which 10 or more persobs are employed, there are altogether 
SU industrial coucems iu the fitate employing about 5,000 persons or about 15 
per 10,000 of the population. Of these, 20 are textile and oonnected indus¬ 
tries and the remaining 10 are industries other than textile. Among tiic 
total number of persimH engaged in industries 5,302 or more than 3/4ths are 
in tliR textile industries, a little less thim l/5th in Metal Lidustries, and the 
remaining few in otlicr industries of various types, As textile and c on ne ct ed 
industries are of great local importance, we Miall mainly ckasify our tndus- 
tzifs uitu two divifsions, textile and non-textile. With the exception of one 
Flour Mill at Ujjain all the non-textile establishments are in the district of 
Gird-Gwalior and more particularly in Lashkar and its v id pit}'. 

Of the 10 nou-textile industries six are financed by the Darbur either 
directly or indirectly. As tile public have not yet been convinced of the 
prospects of non-te.\tile industries to the ;-aiue e.xtent os of the textile indus- . 
tries, die potentijilities of .which arc undisputedly euortuoiis in the titate, it is 
fit that .the former clasaof iudustrics should be Jiuuntaiued and controlled by 
tlie Dor bar in thdr infiiut stage w that their success may ultimately lead to the 
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luTestment of priTate cnpical in thciu. the six: non-fextitfc establish- 

menta, three othere, the Cotton Wenving, the Wool Wta-vlng and the tumitare 
Induatiiee cnirieJ on in the Central Jail, are oirhefi by the State, 

Bnt OS these are conducted in one eatahliahment they have been taken as one 
industry and shown a? such ogaLnst Cotton Weaving Induatry, 

0£ the 29 te3:tile mdustrics, only 3 are in-Northern G-walior, 2 being in 
Gird, 1 in Bhiiid and alL the remaining S6 are in Malvro, Ujiam having t fi, 
Mandaoor 6, Shajnpur 3 joiid Amjhcm I. Malwa being riiA in cnttirm, 
these induatries have been started with the idea of getting an abundant 
supply of raw cottmi from the locality. 

All the taJttile eatablishmente, with the exception of two cyrtthn wenvibg 
indiiatriefli one in the Central Jail as atated above, and the second, a coDcem 
o£ a Hegvstered Company, are owned by private individuata who ate all 
Indiana. There are only 3 induBtries, the Metai Works, the Ayarvahe 
and Ohani Pharmacy and the Motor Works, which are owned by Registered 
Companies. 

If6. Altogether 11 Enropeans are engaged in the (UfTerent departmentt 
of industries in the StatCi and these Europeans arc either on the^rnanagerial or 
supervisionol staff. There is no Butopeati in the Clerical br in the Operative 
Section, There are only 3 industries eueb of which is managed by a Eure* 
pean. They are (1) Workshop, (3) Oil and Soap Factory and <3) Motor TV^orts, 
In the suporvisional staff of the lost two, are engaged 8 Kuropeona. With 
the exception of these 3, the mdustpial concerns in the State are nll-rdP 
purely with Indian Staff, 

I7f, In the textile induHtries, the number of shilled workmen employed 
ia nearly treble that of the unskilled, whereas in the case of non-textile indua- 
tries, it is six times that of the unskilled. There are very few females in the 
industrial conoerns. Whatever femalea there are, are mostly engaged In the 
textile indostries. Thus of the 393 adult females engaged in the textile, 
lather, chemical and food industries, 359 arc in the textile alone. 

The number of skilled female workmen is slightly greater than that of 
the unakilled. Leaving aside the 4 employed in the Leather Factory at 
Morar, all the skilled female labourers are found in the textile industries. 

Chilli labour is praetieally nill in the industries carried on in the State. 
Altogether 69 children work in the factories, of which 38 are attached to the 
textile and the remaining 31 in the Metal IndustricB. 

More than ^rd of the skiUed labour is supplied from territories out¬ 
ride the State. Though the majority of the skilled workmen belong to the 

the districts of employment provide but a small fraction of it. A good 
number of them come from the adjacent districts surreundhig Uijam. 
Immigration of labour takes place frpn) the outlying Provinces and States i^d 
remote Provincea such as Bombay, Baroda and othera contribute eeutily to 
the man-power of the textile industries in Malwa { CiJain), 

As for unskilled labour, it is for the most part recruited from the 
locality, .Some outsiders no doubt come to seek employment bnt their 
nmnbcr is not very high. 

- 178. Sieam and electricity are the two kinds of meclmnica] power used 

in 33 factories out of a total of 19. Steam is used in almost al! the textSlb 
industries. It is also used in the Oil and Soop Pactory (Lasbkar) and fh the 
Flour Mill ut Ujjaih. In the four ndustrica, the Printing Preso, Leather 
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Factory^ Pottery Works an<l the State Workshop vrhere electric power u used, 
tiV every case it is suppH^ from without die preToiacs. 

Before passing to other topics it wdll do well to meution here that the 
Industrial Statistics gathered do not pretend to be fully accurate. Ah this ts 
the Srst time that they have been separately collected on special schedules, it 
is. very probable that a few of the concerns have beep omitted from the record. 

179, Industrial concerna in the State have not nourished to such on 
extent a& to crush altogether the rural home producers in the open held of oempe' 
tition. Wluit for a fondness for home and what for the want of initiative, home 
producers have ndtber altogether given up their occupation in favour of other 
lucrative ones outside, nor have they improved the methods of work but with the 
growing rise of prices and the breaking down of the self-sufficiency of tillages, 
they are gradually fulling behind in the struggle for existence. As a result of 
this tendency, some of the classes have al^dy forsaken their primitive 
callings w’hiie others vadllate between old cottage industries and general 
labour or agriculture as occasion suits. It is the agricultural labouring does 
which has been doubly profited by the rise of wages on the one hand and 
the increase of prices for agricultural products on the other. The remunera-. 
tive employment in big towns and dries has tended to draw its members 
from rural areas and on the other hand high prices secured for agricultural 
produce have encouraged a number of ordinary labourers in the country to 
take to agriculture, 

180 , A large i^rt of labour iu the State oontiuues still to he influenced 
by caste sanction and except ia the esse of tag industrial establishments in dries 
where a bond of fellowship is crested the domination of caste does not seem 
to have given way to any new authority. The Panchayats of Barters, Kahars, 
Cbamars and other professionals not only dedde social questions but also 
diocuss industrial and occupational dilutes. 

181, As has been mentioned before, the agricultural labonriiigclass only 
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tso 


has teen'proti!e(l by tlie I^Thoiific c]wn^es'^^ich®%e cSSife ri^^ liave bro ugh t 
about. The above diagram will show that the wages are no longer 
compatible witli the rise of prices. But some time during the decade (1916-19), 
rise of wages was higher than the average rise of prices of the staple crops j 
the surplus which remained after meeting the bare necessaries did not go 
to raise the standard of living of the labourers but was spent, for tiie most 
liart, in uneconomic items of expenditure, r. g-, marriage and other feasts. The 
primitive Blii) and other hill trihe.s vsnaffected by the glamour of modern city 
and civihxation, have, with tlie rise of their sigriculturd products, found op¬ 
portunity to multiply. The only cIosb which seem to have suffered most is 
the middle class gentry who are out of touch with the counteracting side of 
the rise of food prodnets and other nccesyuies.

On MTufiny oE tha Industml return, the istatUtics looked doubtful. 
SubEOftuent enquiry brouglit fortli returns from 35 more dilfcrcnt iuduatnal 
catabliabments. The inEonnations iivere received ^vhilc the tables were printed 
off and the Report was in the course of printing. Tliey are Kiven on the next 
page in ii concise tabular bum. 

The Tabic uni] show tliat bestdcA the o Gross Presses, there are altp^tber 
10 Gross DcfK^ts in dtffenmt parts of the State. These Depots are raaraly 
estabUshed to meet the requirements of the Military Deportment though 
private needs also arc not overlooked. Most oE the workers employed in 
them ore seasonal. 

OE the three Electric Power Houses installed in the towns of Lashkar, 
Shivpuri and tJjjoin, the Lashkar one is the biggest, employing in uU 205 
males in different branches. In the Supervising Staff of these establiahmsats 
Gierc arc four Earopcons. 

Tlierc ore in all four distilleries in four different liUtricts of the State, 
They are all conducted on a commercial scale. The diatillencs have been 
leased out by the State, on co'Utract system, .to the highest Indder nnd no 
other private individual is allowed to run any such concern in the State. 

The other two industries of Ltfishkar, the Tambat Brothers and Rainchnndra 
Industrial:^, turn out miscellaneous articles, chicHy small useful macluneries. 
Power is supplied for the work by the local Electric Light & Power 
Company, 

W idi the exception of the Power Houses, mentioned above, and the 
Gwalior Civil & Military Stores, a tailoring and outfitting concern, oil these
